General  Information 


TUITION. 

Tuition  in  all  the  normal  schools  is  free  to  those  who  intend  to  teach 
in  the  colored  public  schools  of  North  Carolina.  Those  who  do  not 
intend  to  teach  must  pay  $1.00  per  month  tuition.  These  schools  are 
maintained  for  the  purpose  of  training  teachers  for  the  elementary  pub- 
lic schools.  It  is  only  just  and  right  that  those  who  take  advantage  of 
these  schools,  and  who  do  not  intend  to  teach,  shall  pay  the  tuition 
charge. 

Diploma  fee,  for  Normal  School  graduates,  $1.00. 

PURPOSE. 

The  Colored  State  Normal  Schools  at  Winston-Salem,  Fayetteville  and 
Elizabeth  City  are  maintained  by  the  State  for  the  purpose  of  training 
teachers  for  the  colored  elementary  public  schools  of  North  Carolina. 
The  school  at  Winston-Salem  was  established  in  1895 ;  the  school  at 
Elizabeth  City  in  1891,  and  the  school  at  Fayetteville  in  1877. 

REGULATIONS. 

The  following  general  regulations  apply  to  all  the  normal  schools : 

1.  Pupils  of  both  sexes  are  to  be  admitted,  but  all  boarding  pupils 
must  consult  the  Principal  before  making  any  arrangements  for  board- 
ing outside  the  school  dormitories. 

2.  Only  pupils  of  good  moral  character  will  be  admitted  or  retained 
in  the  schools. 

3.  No  pupil  will  be  admitted  to  any  of  the  schools  after  the  opening 
week,  except  upon  examination,  which  examination  will  cover  the  pre- 
vious work  of  the  class  to  which  admission  is  sought.  All  such  exami- 
nations given  by  the  Principal. 

4.  No  pupil  will  be  advanced  to  a  higher  class  except  upon  the  satis- 
factory completion  of  the  work  of  the  preceding  class.  All  tests  and 
examination  questions  shall  be  first  approved  by  the  Principal,  and  no 
promotion  to  a  higher  class  shall  be  valid  except  approved  by  the 
Principal. 

5.  The  school  year  shall  consist  of  eight  months  of  twenty  school  days 
each.  No  holidays  except  Thanksgiving  Day,  Washington's  Birthday, 
Christmas  and  New  Year's  Day  shall  be  given.  A  Christmas  recess  not 
exceeding  ten  days  may  be  given,  but  such  recess  shall  not  be  included 
in  the  school  vear  of  160  davs. 
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6.  Five  unexcused  absences  during  the  year  shall  cause  any  pupil  to 
be  suspended  from  school  for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  No  principal 
should  accept  any  excuse  for  tardiness  or  absence  except  the  serious 
sickness  of  the  pupil  or  his  immediate  family. 

7.  No  substitute  teacher  shall  be  employed,  except  upon  the  approval 
of  tVe  Principal,  and  no  student  shall  be  permitted  to  teach  any  normal 
class  without  the  Principal's  approval. 

8.  All  students  who  receive  free  tuition  shall  sign  a  pledge  to  teach 
two  years  in  the  colored  public  schools  of  the  State. 

9.  The  satisfactory  completion  of  the  work  of  the  fourth  grade  of  the 
Practice  School  as  set  forth  in  the  State  Course  of  Study  will  be  re- 
quired for  entrance  on  the  work  of  the  preparatory  course  of  study. 

10.  "Upon  the  satisfactory  completion  of  either  the  normal  or  academic 
course,  graduates  will  receive  the  appropriate  diploma. 

11.  Any  student  may  be  suspended  for  the  remainder  of  the  session, 
who  contracts  with  any  person  to  pursue  a  course  of  study  outside 
the  school,  without  the  approval  of  the  management  of  the  institution. 

12.  It  shall  be  a  violation  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  insti- 
tution for  any  student  to  contract  a  debt  with  any  instructor  or  other 
person,  except  a  member  of  the  student's  family,  without  the  approval 
of  the  Principal. 

13.  Young  women  who  board  will  not  be  allowed  to  visit  during  the 
session,  nor  to  remain  in  town  after  school  closes.  No  person  who  is 
unwilling  to  comply  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  school  should 
apply  for  admission. 

14.  Certificates  will  be  given  to  Academic  pupils  who  complete  the 
course  of  study  in  the  Domestic  Science  and  Art  Department. 

15.  Third  Year  students  will  be  required  to  pass  the  Superintendent's 
examination  on  the  studies  pursued  during  their  third  year's  work,  be- 
fore they  will  be  admitted  to  the  Fourth  Year  Class.

PREPARATORY  DEPARTMENT. 

This  course  will  contain  such  subjects  as  are  generally  included  under 
fifth  grade  work  All  students  to  enter  the  normal  course  of  study  must 
pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  all  the  branches  of  the  preparatory 
course,  or  their  equivalent.

Teach  letter- 
writing. 

c.  Hyde's  Lessons  I,  for  formal  work,  omitting  all  composition  and 
picture  lessons.

This  is  an  excellent  course  of  study,  which  should  be  vigorously  and 
faithfully  pursued  by  our  young  men  and  women  Avho  desire  greater 
strength  of  intellect  and  character.  This  course  is  offered  to  those 
students  who  have  completed  the  four  years'  Normal  Course,  or  its 
equivalent.  The  student  of  good  ability  who  diligently  applies  herself 
or  himself  may  complete  the  course  in  two  years,  but  it  will  require 
very  hard  study.

PRACTICE  SCHOOL  DEPARTMENT. 

Course  of  Study. 
It  is  sometimes  necessary,  on  account  of  the  poor  preparation  of  those 
who  apply  for  entrance  to  the  classes  of  the  normal  schools,  to  have  a 
good  primary  school  in  connection  with  each  normal.  It  is  also  neces- 
sary to  have  such  a  school  in  which  candidates  for  graduation  from  the 
normal  schools  can  be  required  to  teach  successfully  prior  to  graduation. 
Therefore  all  candidates  for  graduation  will  be  required  to  teach  in  the 
Practice  School. 

FIRST  GRADE.

The  fairy  story  and  the  myth  are  the  child's  first  history  stories.  The 
first  grade  reading  may,  therefore,  be  considered  the  first  work  in 
history.

b.  Teacher  and  children  make  a  collection  of  pictures  of  the  children 
of  other  lands  to  show  how  they  live.

INDUSTRIAL  DEPARTMENT. 

There  is  a  greater  awakening  in  favor  of  efficient  manual  service  than 
ever  before.  Therefore  a  knowledge  of  the  theory  and  practice  of  hand 
work  is  necessary  for  the  young  people  who  are  going  out  into  the  world 
expecting  success  to  crown  their  efforts. 
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Course  in  Agriculture. 

No  other  subject  in  the  course  of  study  seems  to  be  more  thoroughly 
enjoyed  by  the  student  body  than  Agriculture.  It  brings  students  into 
touch  with  the  things  of  nature  and  supplements  their  knowledge  so 
that  they  have  greater  reverence  for  the  Creator,  more  sympathy  for 
animals,  and  a  greater  desire  for  efficiency  in  service. 

In  the  Normal  Course  of  Study,  Hill's  Agriculture  is  used  as  a  text- 
book. In  the  Academic  Course  of  Study,  Jackson  and  Daugherty's  Agri- 
culture is  used  as  a  text-book. 

Domestic   Science. 

There  is  no  vocation  in  which  young  women  may  be  more  useful 
than  in  the  profession  of  Domestic  Science.  Those  who  qualify  for  this 
work  are  greatly  in  demand  as  teachers,  cooks  and  waitresses.  They 
may  preside  over  their  own  homes  as  well  as  others. 

Each  class  receives  instruction  in  the  making  of  the  kitchen  fire,  clean- 
liness, dish-washing,  care  of  the  kitchen,  and  serving.  The  instruction 
outlined  above  is  given  in  conjunction  with  the  preparation  of  meals 
and  the  specific  cooking  of:  — 

FIRST    YEAR. 

The  potato,  eggs,  cereals,  vegetables,  meats,  fish  and  breads. 

second  year. 
Batters,  soups,  pastry,  meats,  fish,  salads,  breads,  warm-over  dishes, 
cakes  and  puddings. 

THIRD   AND   FOURTH    YEARS. 

The  Third  and  Fourth  year  students  use  a  text-book,  Williams  and 
Fisher's  Elements  of  the  Theory  and  Practice  of  Cooking.  The  Third 
year  class,  pp.  1-143;  the  Fourth  year  class  will  begin  on  page  144  and 
continue  until  the  book  is  completed.

Drafting,  fitting  and  making  of  underwaists  and  petticoats,  tucking, 
different   methods   of    sewing   on     of    insertion,     lace     and     embroidery. 
(Models  of  each  method  are  made.) 
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THIRD    YEAR. 

Review  second  year's  work  when  necessary. 

Drafting,  fitting  and  making  of  night  dresses  and  undergarments  from 
measurements. 

Cutting  and  making  of  men's  shirts  by  pattern. 

FOURTH     YEAR. 

Drafting,  cutting,  fitting.  Some  form  of  pattern  making.  Making 
select  undergarments  from  measurements.  Making  unlined  and  lined 
dresses  and  sacques.  Advanced  work  will  be  taken  up  when  pupils  are 
prepared  for  it. 

ACADEMIC  COURSE. 
Dressmaking. 

The  young  women  who  take  the  Academic  Course  of  Study  will  be 
given  special  opportunities  in  dressmaking.  Drafting,  cutting,  fitting 
and  making  dresses  for  children  and  ladies  will  be  continued  with 
special  attention. 


BOARD,   TUITION,    ETC. 

The  expenses  for  board  and  washing  per  calendar  month  are  $7  for 
young  men  and  $6  for  young  women  who  do  their  own  washing. 
Young  women  who  come  as  self-boarding  students  will  be  required  to 
pay  for  room  and  fuel,  from  $1.75  to  $2.00  per  calendar  month.  In- 
strumental music  pupils  will  pay  $1  per  month.  Practice  School  tuition 
is  50  cents  per  month.  Young  men  who  room  in  the  dormitory  will  pay 
$1   each  month   and  furnish   their  bedding. 

Each  student  should  come  prepared  to  purchase  books  which  will 
cost  according  to  the  class  the  student  enters.  The  more  advanced 
students  pay  more  for  their  books. 

All  bills  must  be  paid  promptly  when  they  become  due. 

Each  young  man  who  rooms  in  the  boys'  dormitory  should  bring  with 
him  three  sheets,  three  pillow-cases,  one  blanket  or  quilt,  and  towels. 

All  students  need  for  individual  use  combs  and  brushes,  toilet  soap, 
rubbers,  and  warm  wraps.

The  Melick  Prize,  the  gift  of  the  Messrs.  P.  W.  Melick  Company,  will 
be  awarded  to  that  member  of  the  Normal  graduating  class  who  shall 
excel  in  cleanliness,  neatness,  order  and  system. 

A  sum  of  money  to  cover  the  cost  of  room  rent  for  four  or  six  months, 
will   be  given   to   that  member   of  the  Normal  graduating  class  whose 
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record  at  the  end  of  the  school  year  shall  be  highest  in  Domestic  Science 
and  Art  and  conduct. 

The  Gilbert  Prize,  the  gift  of  Mr.  0.  F.  Gilbert,  the  proprietor  of 
Mitchell's  Department  Store,  the  donor  of  $100  to  the  institution  in 
1905,  will  be  awarded  a  member  of  the  Academic  graduating  class  for 
the  best  essay  or  oration  on  Commencement  evening. 

The  Cardwell  Prize,  given  by  G.  W.  Cardwell,  M.D.,  the  proprietor 
of  the  Leonard  Pharmacy,  will  be  awarded  to  that  member  of  the 
Normal  graduating  class  who  shall  make  the  highest  record  in 
Physiology  and  methods  of  teaching.

GENERAL  INFORMATION. 

The  Opening  Exercises. — The  opening  exercises  take  place  in  the 
chapel  each  school  day  from  8:40  a.  m.  to  9:00.  The  exercises  consist 
of  singing,  responsive  Scripture  reading,  and  prayer.  Short  talks  are 
occasionally  made  on  important  topics  by  the  Principal.  Important 
announcements  are  also  made  during  the  opening  period.  The  faculty 
as  well  as  the  students  attend  these  exercises  in  which  all  find  pleasure 
and  profit.     No  student  should  ever  be  absent  from  an  opening  exercise. 

Prayer  Meeting. — On  Wednesdays  after  school,  the  students  and 
faculty  devote  a  short  time  to  a  well-conducted  prayer  meeting.  This 
meeting  helps  to  keep  the  spiritual  and  religious  life  of  the  school 
vigorous  and  healthy.     It  is  one  of  the  most  important  meetings  of  the 
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school.  All  students  are  required  to  attend  and  be  encouraged  to  take 
part  in  the  meeting. 

Christian  Associations. — The  Young  Men's  and  Young  Women's  Chris- 
tian Associations  are  instrumental  in  toning  up  and  deepening  the 
moral  and  religious  life  and  activity  of  the  student  body.  These  meet- 
ings are  regularly  held  on  Sunday  afternoon.  Every  student  is  ex- 
pected to  be  a  member  of  these  associations  and  to  be  in  regular  at- 
tendance upon  the  meetings  on  Sunday  afternoon 

Lyceum. — The  Lyceum  is  a  literary  society  officered  by  the  students 
but  under  the  supervision  of  the  teachers.  It  affords  the  students  an 
opportunity  to  become  acquainted  with  parliamentary  usages  and  to 
have  practice  in  public  speaking  and  discussion.  The  society  meets 
weekly  and  renders  an  occasional  public  program. 

REGULATIONS. 

Students  must  be  decent  and  respectable  at  all  times. 

Students  must  make  good  all  damage  done  to  furniture  or  buildings 
resulting  from  carelessness. 

In  order  to  promote  Christian  character  as  well  as  good  scholarship 
in  an  institution,  students  must  conform  strictly  to  habits  of  truth- 
fulness in  purpose,  action  and  word. 

All  profanity,  playing  cards  or  billiards,  hanging  on  the  corners  of 
streets  or  in  public  places  or  associating  with  persons  who  do  those 
things,  and  everything  of  an  immoral  tendency,  are  strictly  forbidden. 

No  student  will  be  allowed  to  remain  in  school  who  keeps  or  uses 
firearms  while  he  is  attending  school.     Let  them  remain  at  your  homes. 

Cleanliness  of  rooms  and  particularly  of  clothing  and  person,  proper 
attention  to  order  and  system  in  and  out  of  school,  and  faithfulness  to 
duty,   are  required  of  all  students. 

Regular  and  prompt  attendance  upon  all  duties  of  the  institution  is 
required  of  every  student. 

All  students  are  required  to  attend  chapel  exercises,  prayer  meeting. 
Sunday  School,  Young  Men's  and  Young  Women's  Christian  Associa- 
tions  and  preaching   once   each   Sabbath.

The  Alumni  Association  is  getting  down  to  business.  Within  an- 
other year  the  Association  will  be  well  organized.  Then  it  proposes  to 
take  up  a  definite  and  tangible  line  of  work  for  the  benefit  of  the  insti- 
tution. 

A  splendid  programme  was  rendered  by  the  Association  at  their  an- 
nual meeting,  Thursday  evening,  April  28,  1910.  The  annual  address 
was  made  by  Vice-Principal  Chas.  S.  Yeates,  of  Water  Normal  Insti- 
tute, Class  1896.  The  following  is  a  paper  read  by  Mrs.  Carrie  E. 
Fleming,     Class   1899: 

OUE  ALMA  MATER:  HER  CAREER. 

BY    MRS.    CARRIE    E.    FLEMING. 

"A  traveler  thro'  a  dusty  road  strewed  acorns  on  the  lea,  and  one  took 
root  and  sprouted  up  and  grew  into  a  tree." 

There  may  be  a  pleasing  application  of  the  figure  set  forth  in  those 
two  lines  to  this  school.  Planted  as  an  acorn,  in  at  that  time  an  al- 
most intellectual  waste,  it  has  truly  taken  root  and  grown  into  a  sturdy 
tree  whose  rootlets  penetrate  every  nook  and  corner,  every  crevice  and 
cranny  and  beneath  whose  shade  at  noontide  still  rest  the  boys  and 
girls,  the  young  men  and  young  women  from  every  section  of  Eastern 
Carolina. 

If  ever  a  long  felt  want  was  supplied,  if  ever  an  invaluable  boon  was 
bestowed  upon  a  community,  if  ever  men  builded  more  wisely  than  they 
knew,  this  was  an  instance.  For  no  one  can  yet  fully  estimate  the 
lasting  benefit  and  permanent  good  that  have  accrued  to  this  town,  the 
State  and  above  all  to  the  race,  by  the  establishment  of  this  institution. 

The  need  of  better  educational  advantages  for  this  immediate  section 
had  long  been  apparent,  but  it  was  not  until  1S91  that  the  matter  re- 
ceived definite  and  favorable  consideration  at  the  hands  of  our  law- 
makers. The  Legislature  of  this  year  enacted  a  measure  establishing 
the  sixth  Normal  School  for  the  education  and  training  of  the  negro 
youths  for  teachers,  locating  the  said  school  in  this  town.  Thus  came 
into  existence  the  Elizabeth  City  State  Normal  School. 

To  secure  a  suitable  person  to  take  charge  of  this  work  was  the  next 
step  of  the  local  authorities.  From  a  large  number  of  applicants  the 
Board  finally  selected  a  gentleman  who,  though  young  in  years,  had 
already  at  both  Shaw  University  and  Plymouth,  N.  C,  won  for 
himself  an  enviable  reputation  as  scholar,  teacher,  gentleman.  Hence, 
to  Prof.  P.  W.  Moore  was  given  the  responsible  duty  and  task  of  or- 
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ganizing  and  giving  definite  shape  and  place  to  the  youngest  of  the 
State's  schools  for  the  training  of  colored  teachers.  How  wisely  they 
chose  has  long  since  been  proved  by  the  unparalleled  success  of  the 
institution,  by  its  growth  and  development  under  his  management, 
by  the  record  it  has  made  among  the  other  educational  institutions 
of  the  State,  and  by  the  long  period  of  service  he  has  given  to  it. 
For,  beginning  with  its  first  session  nineteen  years  ago  until  now,  this 
school  has  had  no  other  principal  but  its  present  one. 

Its  first  session  was  held  in  what  was  known  as  the  "Turner  Build- 
ing," now  a  part  of  Roanoke  Institute,  and  three  rooms  sufficed  for 
all  purposes.  The  work  at  present  utilizes  wholly,  or  in  part,  three 
buildings  and  about  fourteen  rooms  with  space  at  a  premium. 

The  first  faculty  consisted  of  but  two  members,  the  present  Principal 
and  Prof.  J.  H.  M.  Butler. 

The  faculty  for  the  current  scholastic  year  consists  of  nine  well 
trained,  competent  men  and  women,  who  are  devoting  both  time  and 
talent  to  the  development  of  the  youth  entrused  to  their  care. 

To  the  strictly  literary  course  first  offered  by  the  school  have  been 
added  courses  in  Agriculture  and  Domestic  Science.  A  Practice  and 
Observation  School  has  also  been  established.  Other  courses  will  un- 
doubtedly be  added  as  conditions  necessitate  and  opportunities  permit. 

No  feature  of  the  school  more  strongly  evidences  its  growth  than 
its  student  body.  There  were  but  a  handful  of  students  in  that  first 
session,  while  the  catalogue  of  1909-'10,  shows  an  enrollment  of  364 
students  representing  twenty-eight  counties  and  three  States.  With  the 
class  of  1910,  there  will  have  gone  out  from  her  walls  as  graduates  198 
young  men  and  young  women.  These  students,  graduates  and  non- 
graduates,  are  in  various  sections  of  our  State  and  in  different  sections 
of  other  States  as  well,  and  wherever  found,  with  but  few  exceptions, 
are  living  honorable  and  useful  lives  and  exemplifying  the  teachings 
of  their  Alma  Mater. 

Who  can  estimate  the  influence  for  good  that  has  been  and  is  now 
being  exerted  by  those  who  have  gone  out  from  her  walls  as  teachers, 
preachers,  doctors,  lawyers,  mechanics,  farmers,  housekeepers — every 
one  in  his  chosen  field!  The  men  and  women  of  the  Elizabeth  City 
State  Normal  School  are  doing  their  part  to  diffuse  intelligence,  dispel 
ignorance,  to  bring  mankind  and  especially  our  own  race,  to  higher 
planes  of  life,  in  closer  touch  with  their  fellows,  into  better  relation 
with  their  Maker. 

If  the  future  of  an  institution  like  that  of  an  individual  may  be 
judged  by  its  past,  then  the  future  of  the  Elizabeth  City  State  Normal 
School  is  an  assured  success.  It  has  long  since  passed  the  experimental 
stage  and  has  now  become  a  permanent  fixture  and  a  potent  factor  in 
the    State's    educational    system.     With    the    record    it    has    made    and 
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maintained,  with  a  more  liberal  and  generous  attitude  of  the  people  of 
both  races,  with  increased  facilities  in  the  way  of  grounds,  buildings 
and  equipments,  and  under  the  wise  direction  and  efficient  manage- 
ment of  its  worthy  Principal,  it  is  destined  to  grow  and  develop  as  a 
"tree  planted  by  the  waters,"  and  to  continue  to  send  forth  into  the 
arena  of  life  young  men  and  young  women  "polished  after  the  similitude 
of  a  palace."

SUMMARY  OF  INFORMATION. 


The  school  aims  to  reach,  help  and  prepare  as  many  colored  young 
men  and  women  as  possible  to  teach  in  the  public  schools  of  the  State 
and  to  become  efficient  workers  along  any  line  of  honest  endeavor. 

The  Principal  invites  correspondence  with  parents,  teachers,  ministers, 
and  young  people  who  desire  further  information  of  the  school. 

There  is  an  increased  demand  for  Normal  School  graduates  as 
teachers.  The  Normal  graduate  does  far  better  service  as  a  teacher,  be- 
cause she  receives  special  training  for  teaching.  I  had  a  request  in 
April,  1910,  for  two  graduates  as  teachers,  at  a  salary  of  $60  and  $45, 
respectively,  per  month.  Since  then,  I  have  had  a  request  from  the 
Chairman  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  in  one  of  the  Southern 
States  for  a  Normal  School  Principal. 

The  Principal  keeps  in  touch  with  Superintendents  of  schools,  school 
officers,  and  teachers,  and  aids  graduates  in  securing  positions. 

The  Normal  has  the  best  teaching  force  it  can  secure.  The  teaching 
hours  are  used  for  teaching.  Students  are  not  allowed  to  waste  their 
time.  It  pays  to  be  a  student  of  the  Elizabeth  City  State  Colored 
Normal  School.     Thorough  instruction  is  given  here. 

Until  our  dormitories  are  erected,  the  Principal  will  continue  to 
secure  board  in  the  best  families  of  the  city.  Write  him  for  further 
information.     Write  before  you  enter  school. 

Tuition  is  free  to  all  persons  who  pledge  themselves  to  teach  in  the 
public  schools.  The  institution  employs  a  few  students  and  will  get 
work  for  others  who  wish  it,  in  the  city.  Students  are  advised  to  keep 
profitably  employed,  always  avoiding  idleness  and  idlers. 

All  arrangements  for  boarding  and  rooming  are  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Principal.     White  him  to  secure  board  and  lodging. 

The  Normal  reading  room  is  fairly  well  supplied  with  daily  and  other 
current  publications. 

The  school  library  contains  some  carefully  selected  volumes. 
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The  best  medical  attention  is  promptly  given  in  case  of  illness. 

Students  should  be  well  recommended  by  a  minister,  teacher,  parent, 
or  another  person  of  good  standing  before  entering  school. 

The  daily  session  of  school  begins  at  8:40  in  the  morning  and  ends 
at  3:30  in  the  afternoon.  The  lunch  period  lasts  thirty  minutes — 
from  12:30  to  1. 

Plans  for  a  $15,000  Dormitory  for  our  girls  have  been  drawn  and  it 
is  hoped  that  work  on  the  building  will  soon  begin. 

All  mail  received  and  delivered  promptly  at  least  twice  daily. 

Since  the  establishment  of  the  Normal  nineteen  years  ago,  there  have 
gone  out  from  her  walls  as  graduates  198  young  men  and  women.  A 
large  majority  of  these  have  maintained  a  high  standard  in  moral 
character  and  as  teachers,  professional  men,  and  workers.  We  try  to 
impress  our  student  body  that  education  must  be  coupled  to  something 
worthy  in  order  to  be  useful,  inspiring  and  encouraging  to  others.

GENERAL    INFORMATION 


Tuition 

Tuition  in  all  the  normal  schools  is  free  to  those  who  intend  to 
teach  in  the  colored  public  schools  of  North  Carolina.  Those  who  do 
not  intend  to  teach  must  pay  $1  per  month  tuition.  These  schools 
are  maintained  for  the  purpose  of  training  teachers  for  the  elemen- 
tary public  schools.  It  is  only  just  and  right  that  those  who  take 
advantage  of  these  schools,  and  who  do  not  intend  to  teach,  shall  pay 
the  tuition  charge.

Purpose 


The  Colored  State  Normal  Schools  at  Winston-Salem,  Fayetteville, 
and  Elizabeth  City  are  maintained  by  the  State  for  the  purpose  of 
training  teachers  for  tthe  colored  elementary  public  schools  of  North 
Carolina.  The  school  at  Winston-Salem  was  established  in  1895 ;  the 
school  at  Elizabeth  City  in  1891,  and  the  school  at  Fayetteville 
in  1877. 


Important  Regulations 


The  following  general  regulations  apply  to  all  the  normal  schools: 

1.  Pupils  of  both  sexes  are  to  be  admitted,  but  all  boarding  pupils 
must  consult  the  Principal  before  making  any  arrangements  for 
boarding  outside  the  school  dormitories. 

2.  Only  pupils  of  good  moral  character  will  "be  admitted  or  re- 
tained in  the  schools. 

3.  No  pupil  will  be  admitted  to  any  of  the  schools  after  the  opening 
week,  except  upon  examination,  which  examination  will  cover  the 
previous  work  of  the  class  to  which  admission  is  sought.  All  such 
examinations  given  by  the  Principal. 

4.  No  pupil  will  be  advanced  to  a  higher  class  except  upon  the 
satisfactory  completion  of  the  work  of  the  preceding  class.  All  tests 
and  examination  questions  shall  be  first  approved  by  the  Principal, 
and  no  promotion  to  a  higher  class  shall  be  valid  except  approved  by 
the  Principal. 

5.  The  school  year  shall  consist  of  eight  months  of  twenty  school 
days  each.  No  holidays  except  Thanksgiving  Day,  Washington's 
Birthday,  Christmas,  and  New  Years  Day  shall  be  given.  A  Christ- 
mas recess  not  exceeding  ten  days  may  be  given,  but  such  recess, 
shall  not  be  included  in  the  school  year  of  160  days. 
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6.  Five  unexcused  absences  during  the  year  may  cause  any  pupil  to 
be  suspended  from  school  for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  No  Princi- 
pal should  accept  any  excuse  for  tardiness  or  absence  except  the 
serious  sickness  of  the  pupil  or  his  immediate  family. 

7.  No  substitute  teacher  shall  be  employed,  except  upon  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Principal,  and  no  student  shall  be  permitted  to  teach 
any  normal  class  without  the  Principal's  approval. 

8.  All  students  who  receive-  free  tuition  shall  sign  a  pledge  to  teach 
two  years  in  the  colored  public  schools  of  the  State. 

9.  The  satisfactory  completion  of  the  work  of  the  fourth  grade  of 
the  Practice  School,  as  set  forth  in  the  State  Course  of  Study,  will  be 
required  for  entrance  on  the  work  of  the  preparatory  course  of  study. 

10.  Upon  the  satisfactory  completion  of  the  normal  course,  gradu- 
ates will  receive  a  diploma. 

11.  Any  student  may  be  suspended  for  the  remainder  of  the  ses- 
sion who  contracts  with  any  person  to  pursue  a  course  of  study  out- 
side the  school  without  the  approval  of  the  management  of  the  insti- 
tution. 

12.  It  shall  be  a  violation  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  insti- 
tution for  any  student  to  contract  a  debt  with  any  instructor  or  other 
person,  except  a  member  of  the  student's  family,  without  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Principal. 

13.  Young  women  will  not  be  allowed  to  visit  during  the  session 
without  permission,  nor  to  remain  in  town  after  school  closes.  No 
person  who  is  unwilling  to  comply  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  school  should  apply  for  admission. 

14.  Certificates  of  graduation  will  be  given  to  pupils  who  complete 
the  course  of  study  in  the  Domestic  Science  and  Domestic  Art  De- 
partment. 

15.  Examinations. — Regular  examinations  are  held  at  the  end  of 
each  term  and  at  such  other  times  as  the  faculty  may  choose.  The 
required  passing  grade  is  70  in  arithmetic,  grammar,  spelling,  Amer- 
ican history,  geography,  and  physiology.  In  the  remaining  subjects 
65  per  cent  is  the  passing  grade.  The  passing  grade  is  determined  by 
averaging  the  daily  and  examination  grades. 

16.  Third  Year  normal  students  will  be  required  to  pass  the  Super- 
intendent's examination  before  they  will  be  admitted  to  the  Fourth 
Year  normal  class.  A  second  opportunity  will  be  offered  on  the 
•opening  day  of  the  next  session  for  those  who  may  fail  the  first  time. 


Courses  of  Study 


The  Course  of  Study  has  been  raised  and  will  go  into  effect  July  1, 
1912.  The  former  preparatory  class  has  been  added  to  the  Practice 
School  Department  as  the  Fifth  Grade.  The  First  Year  Normal  Class 
becomes  the  regular  Preparatory  Department.  A  number  of  Fifth 
Grade  pupils  will  be  applicants  for  preparatory  work.    Therefore  the 
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preparatory  teacher  may  have  both  grades  of  students  in  her 
room.  With  the  necessary  changes  in  text-books,  the  Second 
Year  Normal  Course  of  study  becomes  the  First  Year;  the  Third  Year, 
the  Second  Year;  the  Fourth  Year,  the  Third  Year;  and  the  Aca- 
demic Course,  or  its  equivalent,  becomes  the  Fourth  Year  Course  of 
Study.  This  gives  a  very  excellent  curriculum.  Later  we  will  add  a 
higher  Academic  Department. 

This  change  in  the  Course  of  Study  makes  it  quite  possible  for  the 
institution  to  send  out  graduates  who  will  be  far  better  qualified  to 
teach  in  the  public  schools  of  the  State  than  ever  before.  Former 
students  should  especially  note  the  change  and  accept  it  with  great 
delight.

Observation  and  Practice  Teaching 

In  the  practice  and  observation  work  the  presence  of  a  critic 
teacher  gives  the  practice  teacher  the  benefit  of  helpful  supervision 
and  the  opportunity  of  being  helped  on  specific  and  general  school 
work  daily.  Bach  practice  teacher  must  prepare  outlines  of  the  sub- 
jects she  teaches,  which  will  set  forth  the  method  and  purpose  of  her 
work.    She  will  be  aided  by  the  critic  teacher. 

The  time  each  graduate  student  spends  in  the  Practice  School  is 
equivalent  to  one  hour  per  day.  At  times  the  student-teacher  is  put 
in  charge  of  the  Practice  School,  in  order  that  she  may  have  practice 
in  managing  a  whole  school. 

Course  of  Study 

It  is  sometimes  necessary,  on  account  of  the  poor  preparation  of 
those  who  apply  for  entrance  to  the  classes  of  the  normal  schools,  to 
have  a  good  primary  school  in  connection  with  each  normal.  It  is 
also  necessary  to  have  such  a  school  in  which  candidates  for  gradua- 
tion from  the  normal  schools  can  be  required  to  teach  prior  to  gradu- 
ation. Therefore  all  candidates  for  graduation  will  be  required  to 
teach  in  the  Practice  School.

FIFTH    GRADE.

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INDUSTRIAL  DEPARTMENT 

There  is  a  greater  awakening  in  favor  of  efficient  manual  service 
than  ever  before.  Therefore  a  knowledge  of  the  theory  and  practice 
of  hand  work  is  necessary  for  the  young  people  who  are  going  out 
into  the  world  expecting  success  to  crown  their  efforts. 

Manual  Training  for  Boys 

Some  form  of  manual  training  for  the  boys,  such  as  shop  work  or 
agriculture,  will  be  inaugurated  as  soon  as  possible.  We  can  only 
hope  to  make  a  beginning  on  a  small  scale  until  money  is  available 
for  this  department.  The  theory  of  agriculture  is  taught  in  the 
Second  Year  Normal  Class. 

Domestic  Science 

There  is  no  vocation  in  which  young  women  may  be  more  useful 
than  in  the  profession  of  Domestic  Science  and  Domestic  Art.  Those 
who  qualify  for  this  work  are  greatly  in  demand  as  teachers,  cooks, 
seamstresses,  and  housekeepers.  They  may  preside  over  their  own 
homes  as  well  as  others  with  greater  efficiency  and  dignity. 

Each  class  receives  instruction  in  making  of  a  kitchen  fire,  in 
cleanliness,  dish-washing,  care  of  the  kitchen,  and  serving.  The  in- 
struction outlined  above  is  given  in  conjunction  with  the  prepara- 
tion of  meals  and  the  specific  cooking  of: 

FIRST  YEAR. 

The  potato,  eggs,  cereals,  vegetables,  meats,  fish,  and  breads;  plan- 
ning and  serving  meals;  cleaning. 

SECOND  YEAR. 

Batters,  soups,  pastry,  meats,  fish,  salads,  breads,  warm-over 
dishes,  cakes,  and  puddings;  marketing;  planning,  cooking,  and  serv- 
ing meals;  cleaning. 

THIRD   AND  FOURTH   YEARS. 

The  Third  and  Fourth  Year  students  use  a  text-book,  Williams  and 
Fisher's  Elements  of  the  Theory  and  Practice  of  Cooking.  The  Third 
Year  class,  pp.  1-143;  the  Fourth  Year  class  will  begin  on  page  144 
and  continue  until  the  book  is  completed.

Course  in  Sewing 

FIEST  YEAR. 

Basting,  combination  stitch,  shirring,  feather  stitching,  catch 
stitching. 

Seams:  French,  French  fell,  flat  fell,  overcasting,  overhanding, 
making  of  buttonholes  and  eyelets;  sewing  on  buttons,  hooks  and 
eyes,  darning  and  patching. 

Aprons;  short  outing  flannel  petticoats  are  made  in  which  all  of 
the  above  work  in  stitches  and  seams  is  used  excepting  French  fell. 

SECOND   YEAR. 

Drafting,  fitting  and  making  of  underwaists  and  petticoats,  tuck- 
ing, different  methods  of  sewing  on  of  insertion,  lace  and  embroidery. 
(Models  of  each  method  are  made.) 

THIRD  YEAR. 

Review  of  second  year's  work  when  necessary. 
Drafting,  fitting,  and  making  of  night  dresses  and  undergarments 
from  measurements;    simple  dressmaking. 

Cutting  and  making  of  men's  shirts  by  pattern. 

FOURTH  YEAR. 

Drafting,  cutting,  fitting.  Some  form  of  pattern  making.  Making 
select  undergarments  from  measurements.  Making  unlined  and 
lined  dresses  and  sacques.  Advanced  work  will  be  taken  up  when 
pupils  are  prepared  for  it;  hand  and  machine  work;  dressmaking. 

A  certificate  of  graduation  is  awarded  those  who  complete  satis- 
factorily the  course  of  study  prescribed  for  the  Domestic  Science  and 
Domestic  Art  Departments.

Therefore  it  is  highly  important  that  all  bills  be  paid 
promptly.     No  exception  should  be  expected.

All  students  must  purchase  text-books.  Please  bring  from!  $2  to 
$5  for  that  purpose.  Every  student  must  pay  $1  incidental  fee  the 
day  she  or  he  enters  school.  Board  must  be  paid  in  advance  in  order 
that  we  may  have  money  with  which  to  run  the  boarding  department. 

Practice  School  tuition  will  be  50  cents  per  month  in  advance. 
That  is,  when  the  child  enters  school  he  will  be  required  to  pay  his 
tuition  for  the  first  month  and  50  cents  at  the  beginning  of  each 
month  thereafter  for  the  session. 

Each  young  woman  who  rooms  in  the  dormitory  should  bring  three 
sheets,  three  pillow  cases,  blankets  or  quilts,  towels,  rubbers,  parasol, 
warm  wraps,  and  soap. 

The  lady  teachers  and  all  the  girls  who  do  not  live  in  Elizabeth 
City  will  be  expected  to  room  and  board  in  the  girls'  dormitory. 

Some  of  the  girls  will  be  given  the  opportunity  to  do  some  work, 
which  will  reduce  their  board  bill  each  month. 

Enter  on  first  day. 

The  day  on  which  each  student  enters  school  she  will  be  expected 
to  pay  for  the  first  month's  board.  At  the  close  of  four  weeks  there- 
after board  will  be  due  again,  and  so  on  until  the  session  closes. 

The  incidental  fee  must  be  paid  the  first  day.

General  Information 

The  Opening  Exercises. — The  opening  exercises  take  place  in  the 
chapel  each  school  day  from  9:00  a.  m.  to  9:20.  The  exercises  con- 
sist of  singing,  Scripture  reading,  and  prayer.  Short  talks  are  occa- 
sionally made  on  important  topics  by  the  Principal.  Important  an- 
nouncements are  made  at  the  opening  period.  The  Faculty  as  well 
as  the  students  attend  these  exercises,  in  which  all  find  pleasure  and 
profit.     No  student  should  ever  be  absent  from  an  opening  exercise. 

Prayer  Meeting. — On  Wednesdays,  after  school,  the  students  and 
Faculty  devote  a  short  time  to  a  well-conducted  prayer  meeting. 
This  meeting  helps  to  keep  the  spiritual  and  religious  life  of  the 
school  vigorous  and  healthy.  It  is  one  of  the  most  important  meet- 
ings of  the  school.  All  students  are  required  to  attend  and  are  en- 
couraged to  take  part  in  the  meeting.  This  meeting  brings  us  all  on 
a  level. 

Christian  Associations. — The  Young  Men's  and  Young  Women's 
Christian  Associations  are  instrumental  in  toning  up  and  deepening 
the  moral  and  religious  life  and  activity  of  the  student  body.  These 
meetings  are  regularly  held  on  Sunday  afternoon.  Every  student  is 
expected  to  be  a  member  of  these  associations  and  to  be  in  regular 
attendance  upon  them  at  proper  times. 

Lyceum. — The  Lyceum  is  a  literary  society,  officered  by  the  stu- 
dents, but  under  the  supervision  of  the  teachers.  It  affords  the  stu- 
dents an  opportunity  to  become  acquainted  with  parliamentary 
usages  and  to  have  practice  in  public  speaking  and  discussion.  The 
society  meets  weekly  and  renders  an  occasional  public  program.  The 
meetings  of  this  organization  are  very  interesting  and  beneficial. 

Regulations 

Students  must  be  decent,  respectable,  orderly,  and  well  behaved 
at  all  times. 

Students  must  make  good  all  damage  done  to  furniture  or  build- 
ings resulting  from  carelessness. 

In  order  to  promote  Christian  character  as  well  as  good  scholar- 
ship in  an  institution,  students  must  conform  strictly  to  habits  of 
truthfulness  and  honesty  in  purpose,  action  and  work. 

All  profanity,  playing  cards  or  billiards,  hanging  on  the  corners  of 
streets  or  in  public  places,  or  associating  with  persons  who  do  those 
things,  and  everything  of  an  immoral  tendency,  are  strictly  for- 
bidden. 
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No  student  will  be  allowed  to  remain  in  school  who  keeps  or  uses 
firearms  while  he  is  attending  school.  Let  them  remain  at  your 
homes. 

Cleanliness  of  rooms,  and  particularly  of  clothing  and  person, 
proper  attention  to  order  and  system  in  and  out  of  school,  and  faith- 
fulness to  duty,  are  required  of  all  students. 

Regular  and  prompt  attendance  upon  all  meetings  and  to  all  duties 
of  the  institution  is  required  of  every  student  of  the  institution. 

All  students  are  required  to  attend  chapel  exercises,  prayer  meet- 
ing, Sunday  School,  Young  Men's  and  Young  Women's  Christian  Asso- 
ciations, and  preaching  at  11  a.  m.  each  Sabbath,  or  at  other  times 
when  so  directed.

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SUMMARY  OF  INFORMATION 

The  school  aims  to  prepare  young  men  and  women  to  teach  in  the 
public  schools  of  the  State  and  to  become  efficient  workers  along  any 
line  of  honest  endeavor. 

The  Principal  invites  correspondence  with  parents,  teachers,  min- 
isters, school  committeemen  and  young  people  who  desire  to  become 
useful  men  and  women. 

There  is  an  increasing  demand  for  Normal  School  graduates  as 
teachers.  The  Normal  graduate  does  far  better  service  as  a  teacher, 
because  she  receives  special  training  for  teaching.  I  had  a  request 
in  April,  1910,  for  two  graduates  as  teachers,  at  a  salary  of  $60  and 
$45,  respectively,  per  month.  Since  then  I  have  had  a  request  from 
the  Chairman  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  in  one  of  the  South- 
ern States  for  a  Normal  School  principal. 

The  Principal  makes  preparation  for  the  opportunity,  keeps  in 
touch  with  superintendents  of  schools,  school  officers,  and  teachers, 
and  aids  graduates  in  securing  positions  as  teachers.  Let  him  have 
your  names  and  addresses. 

The  Normal  has  the  best  teaching  force  it  can  secure.  The  teach- 
ing hours  are  used  for  teaching.  Students  are  not  allowed  to  waste 
their  time.  It  pays  to  be  a  student  of  the  Elizabeth  City  State  Col- 
ored Normal  School.  Thorough  instruction  is  given  here  in  the 
essential  subjects.     Students  are  trained  in  the  art  of  teaching. 

Tuition  is  free  to  all  persons  who  pledge  themselves  to  teach  in 
the  public  schools  at  least  one  session.  The  institution  employs  a 
few  students,  and  will  get  work  for  others  who  wish  it,  in  the  city. 
Students  are  advised  to  keep  profitably  employed,  and  to  avoid  the 
loafiing  element  of  our  people,  who  cause  the  race  so  much  trouble. 

All  arrangements  for  boarding  and  rooming  are  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Principal.    Write  him  at  once  for  all  arrangements. 

The  Normal  reading  room  is  fairly  well  supplied  with  newspapers, 
journals,  magazines,  and  other  helpful  literature. 

The  school  library  contains  some  carefully  selected  volumes,  which 
the  students  are  encouraged  to  read. 

The  best  medical  attention  is  promptly  given  in  case  of  illness,  and 
parents  are  notified  in  cases  of  serious  illness. 

Students  should  be  well  recommended  by  a  person  of  good  stand- 
ing before  entering  school. 

The  daily  session  of  the  school  begins  at  8:55  a.  m. 

The  State  has  erected  a  three-story  brick  dormitory  for  girls  at  a 
cost  of  $20,000,  which  was  occupied  September  9,  1912,  for  the  first 
time. 

During  the  year  I  have  had  requests  from  teachers  for  positions 
and  school  officials  for  teachers.  County  superintendents  are  in- 
vited to  write  me  for  teachers. 
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Since  the  establishment  of  the  Normal  twenty-two  years  ago,  there 
have  gone  out  from  her  walls  as  graduates  301  young  men  and 
women.  A  large  majority  of  these  have  maintained  a  high  standard 
in  moral  character  and  as  teachers,  professional  men,  and  workers 
for  humanity's  uplift. 

We  try  to  impress  upon  the  minds  of  our  student  body  the  fact  that 
education,  to  be  effective  for  moral,  intellectual,  physical  and  indus- 
trial uplift  and  betterment,  must  be  coupled  to  something  worthy, 
inspiring,  strengthening  and  useful.  The  head,  hand  and  heart  must 
be  educated. 

Students  who  did  not  pass  the  last  examination  may  take  another 
examination  on  September  8,  1913.  All  new  students  will  take  a 
different  examination,  beginning  at  the  same  time.  Arithmetic, 
grammar,  including  composition  and  reading,  are  the  important 
subjects  on  which  students  will  be  examined. 

We  do  what  we  can  to  secure  positions  for  teachers.  Make  appli- 
cation to  the  Principal.

GENERAL   INFORMATION 


Tuition 

Tuition  in  all  the  normal  schools  is  free  to  those  who  intend  to 
teach  in  the  colored  public  schools  of  North  Carolina.  Those  who  do 
not  intend  to  teach  must  pay  $10  tuition.  These  schools  are  main- 
tained for  the  purpose  of  training  teachers  for  the  elementary- 
public  schools.  It  is  only  just  and  right  that  those  who  take 
advantage  of  these  schools,  and  who  do  not  intend  to  teach,  shall  pay 
the  tuition  charge. 

Graduates  will  pay  whatever  their  diplomas  and  certificates  cost. 


Purpose 


The  Colored  State  Normal  Schools  at  Winston-Salem,  Fayetteville, 
and  Elizabeth  City  are  maintained  by  the  State  for  the  purpose  of 
training  teachers  for  the  colored  elementary  public  schools  of  North 
Carolina.  The  school  at  Winston-Salem  was  established  in  1895;  the 
school  at  Elizabeth  City  in  1891,  and  the  school  at  Fayetteville 
in  1877. 


Important  Regulations 


The  following  general  regulations  apply  to  all  the  normal  schools: 

1.  Pupils  of  both  sexes  are  to  be  admitted,  but  all  boarding  pupils 
must  consult  the  Principal  before  making  any  arrangements  for 
boarding  outside  the  school  dormitories. 

2.  Only  pupils  of  good  moral  character  will  be  admitted  or  re- 
tained in  the  schools. 

3.  No  pupil  will  be  admitted  to  any  of  the  schools  after  the  opening 
week,  except  upon  examination,  which  examination  will  cover  the 
previous  work,  of  the  class  to  which  admission  is  sought.  All  such 
examinations  given  by  the  Principal. 

4.  No  pupil  will  be  advanced  to  a  higher  class  except  upon  the 
satisfactory  completion  of  the  work  of  the  preceding  class.  All  tests 
and  examination  questions  shall  be  first  approved  by  the  Principal, 
and  no  promotion  to  a  higher  class  shall  be  valid  except  approved  by 
the  Principal. 

5.  The  school  year  shall  consist  of  eight  months  of  twenty  school 
days  each.  No  holidays  except  Thanksgiving  Day,  Washington's 
Birthday,  Christmas,  and  New  Year's  Day  shall  be  given.  A  Christ- 
mas recess  not  exceeding  ten  days  may  be  given,  but  such  recess 
shall  not  be  included  in  the  school  year  of  160  days. 

6.  Five  unexcused  absences  during  the  year  may  cause  any  pupil  to 
be  suspended  from  school  for  the  remainder  of  the  year.    No  Princi- 
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pal  should  accept  any  excuse  for  tardiness  or  absence  except  the 
serious  sickness  of  the  pupil  or  his  immediate  family. 

7.  No  substitute  teacher  shall  be  employed,  except  upon  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Principal,  and  no  student  shall  be  permitted  to  teach 
any  normal  class  without  the  Principal's  approval. 

8.  All  students  who  receive  free  tuition  should  pledge  themselves 
to  teach  in  public  schools  not  less  than  two  terms. 

9.  The  satisfactory  completion  of  the  work  of  the  fifth  grade  of 
the  Practice  School,  as  set  forth  in  the  State  Course  of  Study,  will  be 
required  for  entrance  on  the  work  of  the  preparatory  course  of  study. 

10.  Upon  the  satisfactory  completion  of  the  normal  course,  gradu- 
ates will  receive  a  diploma. 

11.  Any  student  may  be  suspended  for  the  remainder  of  the  ses- 
sion who  contracts  with  any  person  to  pursue  a  course  of  study  out- 
side the  school  without  the  approval  of  the  management  of  the  insti- 
tution. 

12.  It  shall  be  a  violation  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  insti- 
tution for  any  student  to  contract  a  debt  with  any  instructor  or  other 
person,  except  a  member  of  the  student's  family,  without  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Principal. 

13.  Young  women  will  not  be  allowed  to  visit  during  the  session 
without  permission,  nor  to  remain  in  town  after  school  closes.  No 
person  who  is  unwilling  to  comply  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  school  should  apply  for  admission. 

14.  Certificates  of  graduation  will  be  given  to  pupils  who  complete 
the  course  of  study  in  the  Domestic  Science  and  Domestic  Art  De- 
partments. 

15.  Examinations. — Regular  examinations  are  held  at  the  end  of 
each  term  and  at  such  other  times  as  the  faculty  may  choose.  The 
required  passing  grade  is  70  in  arithmetic,  grammar,  spelling,  Amer- 
ican history,  geography,  physiology  and  literature.  In  the  remain- 
ing subjects  65  per  cent  is  the  passing  grade.  The  passing  grade  is 
determined  by  averaging  the  daily  and  examination  grades. 

16.  Third  Year  normal  students  will  be  required  to  pass  the  Super- 
intendent's examination  before  they  will  be  admitted  to  the  Fourth 
Year  normal  class.  A  second  opportunity  will  be  offered  on  the 
opening  day  of  the  next  session  for  those  who  may  fail  the  first  time. 

Courses  of  Study 

The  Course  of  Study  has  been  raised  and  went  into  effect  July  1, 
1912.  The  former  preparatory  class  has  been  added  to  the  Practice 
School  Department  as  the  Fifth  Grade.  The  First  Year  Normal  Class 
becomes  the  regular  Preparatory  Department.  The  Sixth  Grade 
only  will  be  stationed  in  the  Preparatory  room.  The  Fifth  Grade 
pupils  belong  to  the  Practice  School'  Department  and  will  occupy 
a  separate  room.     With  the  necessary  changes  in  text-books,  the 
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Second  Year  Normal  Course  of  study  becomes  the  First  Year;  the 
Third  Year,  the  Second  Year;  the  Fourth  Year,  the  Third  Year; 
and  the  Academic  Course,  or  its  equivalent,  becomes  the  Fourth 
Year  Course  of  Study.  This  gives  a  very  excellent  curriculum. 
Later  we  will  add  a  higher  Academic  Department. 

This  change  in  the  Course  of  Study  makes  it  quite  possible  for  the 
institution  to  send  out  graduates  who  will  be  far  better  qualified  to 
teach  in  the  public  schools  of  the  State  than  ever  before.  Former 
students  should  especially  note  the  change  and  accept  it  with  great 
delight. 

There  are  five  grades  in  the  Practice  School  Department,  but  only 
a  limited  number  of  students  will  be  admitted  into  this  department. 

All  pupils  who  enter  the  Practice  School  must  pay  in  advance 
$1.00  as  an  incidental  fee  and  50  cents  in  advance  each  month  as  a 
tuition.  Pupils  will  not  be  allowed  to  remain  in  this  department, 
who  fail  to  meet  the  requirements.  The  instruction  will  be  the  best. 
All  applications  for  admission  to  the  Practice  School  Department 
should  be  made  before  or  during  the  first  week  in  September. 

The  Principal  has  been  instructed  by  the  Local  Board  of  Managers 
to  require  each  pupil  who  enters  the  Practice  School  Department  to 
pay  a  tuition  of  50  cents  per  month  in  advance.  Parents  who  desire 
their  children  to  enter  this  department  will  please  govern  them- 
selves by  this  regulation. 
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PREPARATORY  DEPARTMENT

In  the  practice  and  observation  work  the  presence  of  a  critic 
teacher  gives  the  practice  teacher  the  benefit  of  helpful  supervision 
and  the  opportunity  of  being  helped  on  specific  and  general  school 
work  daily.  Bach  practice  teacher  must  prepare  outlines  of  the  sub- 
jects she  teaches,  which  will  set  forth  the  method  and  purpose  of  her 
work.    She  will  be  aided  by  the  critic  teacher. 

The  time  each  graduate  student  spends  in  the  Practice  School  is 
equivalent  to  one  hour  per  day.  At  times  the  student-teacher  is  put 
in  charge  of  the  Practice  School,  in  order  that  she  may  have  practice 
in  managing  a  whole  school. 

Course  of  Study 

It  is  sometimes  necessary,  on  account  of  the  poor  preparation  of 
those  who  apply  for  entrance  to  the  classes  of  the  normal  schools,  to 
have  a  good  primary  school  in  connection  with  each  normal.  It  is 
also  necessary  to  have  such  a  school  in  which  candidates  for  gradua- 
tion from  the  normal  schools  can  be  required  to  teach  prior  to  gradu- 
ation. Therefore  all  candidates  for  graduation  will  be  required  to 
teach  in  the  Practice  School.

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INDUSTRIAL  DEPARTMENT 

There  is  a  greater  awakening  in  favor  of  efficient  manual  service 
than  ever  before.  Therefore  a  knowledge  of  the  theory  and  practice 
of  hand  work  is  necessary  for  the  young  people  who  are  going  out 
into  the  world  expecting  success  to  crown  their  efforts. 

Manual  Training  for  Boys 

Some  form  of  manual  training  for  the  boys,  such  as  shop  work  or 
agriculture,  will  be  inaugurated  as  soon  as  possible.  We  can  only 
hope  to  make  a  beginning  on  a  small  scale  until  money  is  available 
for  this  department.  The  theory  of  agriculture  is  taught  in  the 
Second  Year  Normal  Class. 

Domestic  Science 

There  is  no  vocation  in  which  young  women  may  be  more  useful 
than  in  the  profession  of  Domestic  Science  and  Domestic  Art.  Those 
who  qualify  for  this  work  are  greatly  in  demand  as  teachers,  cooks, 
seamstresses,  and  housekeepers.  They  may  preside  over  their  own 
homes  as  well  as  others  with  greater  efficiency  and  dignity. 

Each  class  receives  instruction  in  making  of  a  kitchen  fire,  in 
cleanliness,  dish-washing,  care  of  the  kitchen,  and  serving.  The  in- 
struction outlined  above  is  given  in  conjunction  with  the  prepara- 
tion of  meals  and  the  specific  cooking  of: 

FIRST  YEAR. 

The  potato,  eggs,  cereals,  vegetables,  meats,  fish,  and  breads;  plan- 
ning and  serving  meals;  cleaning. 

SECOND  YEAR. 

Batters,  soups,  pastry,  meats,  fish,  salads,  breads,  warm-over 
dishes,  cakes,  and  puddings;  marketing;  planning,  cooking,  and  serv- 
ing meals;  cleaning. 

THIRD  AND  FOURTH  YEARS. 

The  Third  and  Fourth  Year  students  use  a  text-book,  Williams  and 
Fisher's  Elements  of  the  Theory  and  Practice  of  Cooking.  The  Third 
Year  class,  pp.  1-143;  the  Fourth  Year  class  will  begin  on  page  144 
and  continue  until  the  book  is  completed.

FIEST  TEAE. 

Basting,  combination  stitch,  shirring,  feather  stitching,  catch 
stitching.

A  course  in  Millinery  will  be  offered  young  women  who  wish  to 
take  it  in  connection  with  Dressmaking.

Since  there  is  no  profit  at  low  rates  in  board,  we  can  not  afford  to 
take  risks.  Therefore  it  is  highly  important  that  all  bills  be  paid 
at  the  beginning  of  each  month.     No  exception  should  be  anticipated. 

Board,  room  rent,  heat,  light,  and  janitorial  services  (four 
weeks,  twenty-eight  days),  for  young  women  only $7.00 

Board,  room  rent,  heat,  light,  and  laundering,  for  men   (four

pupils.     (It  must  be  paid  first  day) 1.00

All  students  must  purchase  text-books.  Please  bring  from  $2.00  to 
$4.00  for  books.  Every  student  must  pay  $1  incidental  fee  the 
day  she  or  he  enters  school.  Board  must  be  paid  in  advance  in  order 
that  we  may  have  money  with  which  to  run  the  boarding  department. 

Practice  School  tuition  will  be  50  cents  per  month  in  advance. 
That  is,  when  the  child  enters  school  he  will  be  required  to  pay  his 
tuition  for  the  first  month  and  50  cents  at  the  beginning  of  each 
month  thereafter  for  the  remainder  of  the  session. 

Each  young  woman  who  rooms  in  the  dormitory  should  bring  three 
sheets,  three  pillow  cases,  blankets  or  quilts,  towels,  rubbers,  parasol, 
warm  wraps,  soap,  toothbrush,  etc. 

The  lady  teachers  and  the  girls  who  do  not  live  in  Elizabeth 
City  will  room  and  board  in  the  girls'  dormitory. 

Some  of  the  girls  will  be  given  the  opportunity  to  work,  which 
will  reduce  their  board  bill  each  month  from  $7.00  to  $6.00,  or  $5.50. 

Enter  school  on  the  first  day  and  remain  until  the  session  closes. 

The  day  on  which  each  student  enters  school  she  will  be  expected 
to  pay  for  the  first  month's  board.  At  the  expiration  of  twenty- 
eight  days  thereafter  board  will  be  due  again,  and  so  on,  until  the 
session  clases. 

Twenty-eight  days  make  a  boarding  month.  The  small  fees  which 
students  pay  will  not  be  refunded.

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General  Information 

The  Opening  Exercises. — The  opening  exercises  take  place  in  the 
chapel  each  school  day  from  8:55  a.  m.  to  9:20  a.  m.  The  exercises 
consist  of  singing,  Scripture  reading,  and  prayer.  Short  talks  are 
occasionally  made  on  important  topics  by  the  Principal.  Important 
announcements  are  also  made  during  the  opening  period.  The 
Faculty  as  well  as  the  students  attend  these  exercises,  in  which  all 
find  pleasure  and  profit.  No  student  should  ever  be  absent  from  the 
opening  exercises. 

Prayer  Meeting. — On  "Wednesdays,  after  school,  the  students  and 
Faculty  devote  a  short  time  to  a  well-conducted  prayer  meeting. 
This  meeting  helps  to  keep  the  spiritual  and  religious  life  of  the 
school  vigorous  and  healthy.  It  is  one  of  the  most  important  meet- 
ings in  the  school.  All  students  are  required  to  attend  and  are  en- 
couraged to  take  part  in  the  meetings.  This  meeting  brings  us  all 
on  a  level,  in  a  way,  that  no  other  meeting  can  do. 

Christian  Associations. — The  Young  Men's  and  Young  Women's 
Christian  Associations  are  instrumental  in  toning  up  and  deepening 
the  moral  and  religious  life  and  activity  of  the  student  body.  These 
meetings  are  regularly  held  on  Sunday  afternoon.  Every  student  is 
expected  to  be  a  member  of  these  associations  and  to  be  in  regular 
attendance  upon  them  on  Sunday  afternoon. 

Lyceum. — The  Lyceum  is  a  literary  society,  officered  by  the  stu- 
dents, but  under  the  supervision  of  the  teachers.  It  affords  the  stu- 
dents an  opportunity  to  become  acquainted  with  parliamentary 
usages  and  to  have  practice  in  public  speaking  and  discussion.  The 
society  meets  weekly  and  renders  an  occasional  public  program.  The 
meetings  of  this  organization  are  very  interesting  and  beneficial. 

Regulations 

Students  must  be  decent,  respectable,  orderly,  and  well  behaved 
at  all  times. 

Students  must  make  good  all  damage  done  to  furniture  or  build- 
ings resulting  from  carelessness. 

In  order  to  promote  Christian  character  as  well  as  good  scholar- 
ship in  an  institution,  students  must  conform  strictly  to  habits  of 
truthfulness  and  honesty  in  purpose,  action  and  work. 

All  profanity,  playing  cards  or  billiards,  hanging  on  the  corners  of 
streets  or  in  public  places,  or  associating  with  persons  who  do  these 
things,  and  everything  of  an  immoral  tendency,  are  strictly  for- 
bidden.    The  institution  does  not  tolerate  dancing  and  note  writing. 

No  student  will  be  allowed  to  remain  in  school  who  keeps  or  uses 
firearms  while  he  is  attending  school.     Let  them  remain  at  home. 

Cleanliness  of  rooms,  and  particularly  of  clothing  and  person, 
proper  attention  to  order  and  system  in  and  out  of  school,  and  faith- 
fulness to  duty,  are  required  of  all  students. 
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Regular  and  prompt  attendance  upon  all  meetings  and  to  all  duties 
of  the  institution  is  required  of  every  student. 

All  students  are  required  to  attend  chapel  exercises,  prayer  meet- 
ing, Sunday  School,  Young  Men's  and  Young  Women's  Christian  Asso- 
ciations, and  preaching  at  11  a.  m.,  each  Sabbath,  or  at  other  times 
when  so  directed. 

Students  should  have  all  their  mail,  express  packages,  and  freight 
addressed  to  the  State  Normal  School,  Elizabeth  City,  North 
Carolina. 

All  persons  desiring  information  respecting  the  institution  should 
address  their  letters  of  inquiry  to 

All  students  must  obtain  permission  to  leave  the  dormitory  or 
campus. 

All  students  and  teachers  are  expected  to  attend  the  chapel  exer- 
cises and  prayer  meeting. 

Students  who  have  not  done  satisfactory  work  in  the  Third  Year 
Class,  and  whose  conduct  has  not  been  commendable,  will  not  be 
permitted  to  enter  the  Fourth  Year  Class  during  the  first  year  of 
such  an  effort. 

Every  student  should  try  faithfully  to  attend  school  160  days 
each  year. 

It  should  be  the  aim  of  every  student  to  make  his  and  her  conduct 
perfect. 

Every  student  should  read  the  Bible  prayerfully  daily.

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SOME  URGENT  NEEDS  OF  THE  INSTITUTION 

During  the  past  years  of  the  school  we  have  helped  ourselves  finan- 
cially. This  has  encouraged  our  friends  to  help  us.  On  our  new 
school  campus  there  have  been  erected  by  the  State  two  magnificent 
and  commodious  brick  buildings,  one  the  administration  building 
and  the  other  the  girls'  dormitory.  These  buildings  are  heated  by 
steam  and  have  been  installed  with  electric  lights,  the  girls'  dormi- 
tory has  been  amply  supplied  with  bedsteads,  mattresses,  chairs, 
tables,  and  such  other  things  as  are  necessary  for  comfort  and  real 
service  to  the  girls.  The  chapel  and  the  recitation  rooms  in  the 
administration  building  have  been  supplied  with  fine  settees  and 
desks.  But  other  improvements  are  to  be  made  and  repairs  are  to 
be  kept  up.  One  of  our  most  urgent  needs  is  a  dormitory  for  boys, 
but  there  is  no  money  available  for  it.  This  building  will  cost 
between  $8,000  and  $10,000.  Our  graduates  whose  education  and 
training  have  been  received  here,  are  called  upon  to  make  an  annual 
contribution  of  not  less  than  $1.  Other  friends  to  the  cause  of  edu- 
cation are  kindly  asked  to  donate  $1  each  year  also  for  the  benefit 
of  the  school.  Please  send  contributions  for  the  school  to  the  Prin- 
cipal or  the  Treasurer.

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SUMMARY  OF  INFORMATION 

The  school  prepares  young  men  and  women  to  teach  in  the  public 
schools  of  the  State  and  to  become  efficient  workers  along  any  line  of 
honest  endeavor. 

The  Principal  invites  correspondence  with  parents,  teachers,  min- 
isters, school  committeemen  and  young  people  who  desire  to  become 
useful  men  and  women. 

There  is  increasing  demand  for  Normal  School  graduates  as 
teachers.  The  Normal  graduate  does  far  better  service  as  a  teacher, 
because  she  receives  special  training  for  teaching.  I  had  a  request 
in  June,  1914,  for  four  graduates  as  teachers,  at  good  salaries,  the 
highest  being  $350.  Applications  for  good  teachers  are  made 
throughout  the  year. 

The  Principal  keeps  in  touch  with  superintendents  of  schools, 
school  officers,  and  teachers  so  as  to  aid  graduates  in  securing  posi- 
tions as  teachers.  All  graduates  and  others  who  want  assistance 
in  securing  positions  should  send  their  names  and  addresses  to  the 
Principal. 

The  Normal  has  the  best  teaching  force  it  can  secure.  The  teach- 
ing hours  are  used  for  teaching.  Students  are  not  allowed  to  waste 
their  time.  It  pays  to  be  a  student  of  the  Elizabeth  City  State 
Normal  School.  Thorough  instruction  is  given  here  in  the  essen- 
tial subjects.     Students  are  trained  in  the  art  of  teaching,  also. 

Tuition  is  free  to  all  persons  who  pledge  themselves  to  teach  in 
the  public  schools  at  least  one  session.  The  institution  furnishes 
work  for  a  large  number  of  students  who  wish  to  reduce  their  ex- 
penses. Students  are  advised  to  keep  profitably  employed,  and  to 
avoid  the  loafing  element  of  our  people,  who  cause  the  race  so  much 
trouble. 

All  arrangements  for  boarding  and  rooming  are  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Principal.    Write  him  at  once  for  information. 

The  Normal  reading  room  is  fairly  well  supplied  with  newspapers, 
journals,  magazines,  and  other  helpful  literature. 

The  school  library  contains  some  carefully  selected  volumes,  which 
the  students  are  encouraged  to  read. 

The  best  medical  attention  is  promptly  given  in  case  of  illness,  ^and 
parents  are  notified  in  cases  of  serious  illness.  Medical  bills  should 
be  promptly  paid. 

Students  should  be  well  recommended  by  two  persons  of  good 
standing  before  attempting  to  enter  the  State  Normal  School. 

The  daily  session  of  the  school  begins  at  8:55  a.  m. 

The  State  has  erected  a  three-story  brick  dormitory  for  girls  at  a 
cost  of  $20,000,  which  was  occupied  September  9,  1912,  for  the  first 
time.     The  dormitory  is  steam  heated  and  well  furnished.     All  lady 
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students  board  in  the  Girls'  Dormitory.  We  hope  to  build  soon  a 
dormitory  for  boys. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  had  numbers  of  applications  from 
teachers  for  positions  and  school  officials  for  teachers.  County 
superintendents  are  invited  to  write  me  for  teachers  for  the  colored 
public  schools. 

Since  the  establishment  of  the  Normal  twenty-three  years  ago, 
there  have  gone  out  from  her  walls  as  graduates  388  young  men  and 
women.  A  large  majority  of  these  have  maintained  a  high  standard 
in  moral  character  and  as  teachers,  professional  men,  and  workers 
for  humanity's  uplift.     It  is  true,  some  have  not  made  good. 

We  try  to  impress  upon  the  minds  of  our  student  body  the  fact  that 
education,  to  be  effective  for  moral,  intellectual,  physical  and  indus- 
trial uplift  and  betterment,  must  be  coupled  to  something  worthy, 
inspiring,  strengthening  and  something  useful.  The  head,  hand  and 
heart  must  be  educated  and  trained  for  efficient  service. 

Students  who  did  not  pass  the  last  examination  may  take  another 
examination  on  September  13,  1915.  All  new  students  will  take  a 
different  examination,  beginning  at  the  same  time.  Arithmetic, 
grammar,  including  composition  and  reading,  are  the  important 
subjects  on  which  students  will  be  examined. 

We  do  what  we  can  to  secure  positions  for  teachers.  Make  appli- 
cation to  the  Principal. 

All  students  and  graduates  should  send  the  names  and  addresses 
of  persons  who  might  attend  the  State  Normal  School  if  properly 
informed.  The  great  State  of  North  Carolina  is  giving  the  colored 
young  men  and  women  excellent  opportunities  to  become  efficient, 
useful  and  worthy  citizens.  Instead  of  complaining,  use  the  golden 
opportunities  which  the  State  offers.  Show  high  appreciation  for 
what  has  been  done  for  Negro  boys  and  girls  by  the  great  State  of 
North  Carolina.

GENERAL  INFORMATION 


Tuition 

Tuition  in  all  the  normal  schools  is  free  to  those  who  intend  to 
teach  in  the  colored  public  schools  of  North  Carolina.  Those  who  do 
not  intend  to  teach  must  pay  $10  tuition.  These  schools  are  main- 
tained for  the  purpose  of  training  teachers  for  the  elementary 
public  schools.  It  is  only  just  and  right  that  those  who  take 
advantage  of  these  schools,  and  who  do  not  intend  to  teach,  shall  pay 
the  tuition  charge. 

Graduates  will  pay  whatever  their  diplomas  and  certificates  cost. 


Purpose 


The  Colored  State  Normal  Schools  at  Winston-Salem,  Fayetteville, 
and  Elizabeth  City  are  maintained  by  the  State  for  the  purpose  of 
training  teachers  for  the  colored  elementary  public  schools  of  North 
Carolina.  The  school  at  Winston-Salem  was  established  in  1895;  the 
school  at  Elizabeth  City  in  1891,  and  the  school  at  Fayetteville 
in  1877. 


Important  Regulations 


The  following  general  regulations  apply  to  all  the  normal  schools: 

1.  Pupils  of  both  sexes  are  to  be  admitted,  but  all  boarding  pupils 
must  consult  the  Principal  before  making  any  arrangements  for 
boarding  outside  the  school  dormitories. 

2.  Only  pupils  of  good  moral  character  will  be  admitted  or  re- 
tained in  the  schools. 

3.  No  pupil  will  be  admitted  to  any  of  the  schools  after  the  opening 
week,  except  upon  examination,  which  examination  will  cover  the 
previous  loork  of  the  class  to  which  admission  is  sought.  All  such 
examinations  given  by  the  Principal. 

4.  No  pupil  will  be  advanced  to  a  higher  class  except  upon  the 
satisfactory  completion  of  the  work  of  the  preceding  class.  All  tests 
and  examination  questions  shall  be  first  approved  by  the  Principal, 
and  no  promotion  to  a  higher  class  shall  be  valid  except  approved  by 
the  Principal. 

5.  The  school  year  shall  consist  of  eight  months  of  twenty  school 
days  each.  No  holidays  except  Thanksgiving  Day,  Washington's 
Birthday,  Christmas,  and  New  Year's  Day  shall  be  given.  A  Christ- 
mas recess  not  exceeding  ten  days  may  be  given,  but  such  recess 
shall  not  be  included  in  the  school  year  of  160  days. 

6.  Five  unexcused  absences  during  the  year  may  cause  any  pupil  to 
be  suspended  from  school  for  the  remainder  of  the  year.     No  Princi- 
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pal  should  accept  any  excuse  for  tardiness  or  absence  except  the 
serious  sickness  of  the  pupil  or  his  immediate  family. 

7.  No  substitute  teacher  shall  be  employed,  except  upon  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Principal,  and  no  student  shall  be  permitted  to  teach 
any  normal  class  without  the  Principal's  approval. 

8.  All  students  who  receive  free  tuition  should  pledge  themselves 
to  teach  in  public  schools  not  less  than  two  terms. 

9.  The  satisfactory  completion  of  the  work  of  the  fifth  grade  of 
the  Practice  School,  as  set  forth  in  the  State  Course  of  Study,  will  be 
required  for  entrance  on  the  work  of  the  preparatory  course  of  study. 

10.  Upon  the  satisfactory  completion  of  the  normal  course,  gradu- 
ates will  receive  a  diploma. 

11.  Any  student  may  be  suspended  for  the  remainder  of  the  ses- 
sion who  contracts  with  any  person  to  pursue  a  course  of  study  out- 
side the  school  without  the  approval  of  the  management  of  the  insti- 
tution. 

12.  It  shall  be  a  violation  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  insti- 
tution for  any  student  to  contract  a  debt  with  any  instructor  or  other 
person,  except  a  member  of  the  student's  family,  without  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Principal. 

13.  Young  women  will  not  be  allowed  to  visit  during  the  session 
without  permission,  nor  to  remain  in  town  after  school  closes.  No 
person  who  is  unwilling  to  comply  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  school  should  apply  for  admission. 

14.  Certificates  of  graduation  will  be  given  to  pupils  who  complete 
the  course  of  study  in  the  Domestic  Science  and  Domestic  Art  De- 
partments. 

15.  Examinations. — Regular  examinations  are  held  at  the  end  of 
each  term  and  at  such  other  times  as  the  faculty  may  choose.  The 
required  passing  grade  is  75  in  mathematics,  grammar,  spelling,  his- 
tory, geography,  physiology  and  literature.  In  the  remaining  sub- 
jects 70  per  cent  is  the  passing  grade.  The  passing  grade  is  deter- 
mined by  averaging  the  daily  and  examination  grades. 

16.  Third  Tear  normal  students  will  be  required  to  pass  the  Super- 
intendent's examination  before  they  will  be  admitted  to  the  Fourth 
Year  normal  class.  A  second  opportunity  will  be  offered  on  the 
opening  day  of  the  next  session  for  those  who  may  fail  the  first  time. 

Courses  of  Study 

The  Course  of  Study  has  been  raised  and  went  into  effect  July  1, 
1912.  The  former  preparatory  class  has  been  added  to  the  Practice 
School  Department  as  the  Fifth  Grade.  The  First  Year  Normal  Class 
becomes  the  regular  Preparatory  Department.  The  Sixth  Grade 
only  will  be  stationed  in  the  Preparatory  room.  The  Fifth  Grade 
pupils  belong  to  the  Practice  School  Department  and  will  occupy 
a  separate  room.     With  the  necessary  changes  in  text-books,  the 
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Second  Year  Normal  Course  of  study  becomes  the  First  Year;  the 
Third  Year,  the  Second  Year;  the  Fourth  Year,  the  Third  Year; 
and  the  Academic  Course,  or  its  equivalent,  becomes  the  Fourth 
Year  Course  of  Study.  This  gives  a  very  excellent  curriculum. 
Later  we  will  add  a  higher  Academic  Department. 

This  change  in  the  Course  of  Study  makes  it  quite  possible  for  the 
institution  to  send  out  graduates  who  will  be  far  better  qualified  to 
teach  in  the  public  schools  of  the  State  than  ever  before.  Former 
students  should  especially  note  the  change  and  accept  it  with  great 
delight. 

There  are  five  grades  in  the  Practice  School  Department,  but  only 
a  limited  number  of  students  will  be  admitted  into  this  department. 

All  pupils  who  enter  the  Practice  School  must  pay  in  advance 
$1.00  as  an  incidental  fee  and  50  cents  in  advance  each  month  as  a 
tuition.  Pupils  will  not  be  allowed  to  remain  in  this  department, 
who  fail  to  meet  the  requirements.  The  instruction  will  be  the  best. 
All  applications  for  admission  to  the  Practice  School  Department 
should  be  made  before  or  during  the  first  week  in  September. 

The  Principal  has  been  instructed  by  the  Local  Board  of  Managers 
to  require  each  pupil  who  enters  the  Practice  School  Department  to 
pay  a  tuition  of  50  cents  per  month  in  advance.  Parents  who  send 
their  children  to  enter  this  department  must  be  governed  by  this 
regulation. 
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PREPARATORY  DEPARTMENT 


Course  of  Study 


This  course  will  contain  such  subjects  as  are  generally  included 
in  Sixth  Grade  work.  All  students  to  enter  the  normal  course  of 
study  must  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  all  the  branches  of  the 
preparatory  course,  or  their  equivalent.  Students  should  not  apply 
for  promotion  until  the  preparatory  course  has  been  completed. 

1.  Reading: 

a.  Phonics    (spelling,   writing,    diacritical   marks) ;    Reed's   Word 
Lessons.    Teach  also  words  found  in  the  reading  lessons. 
&.  Selections  from  Riverside  Literature  for  Seventh  Grade.

&.  Copying  and  dictation  by  sentences  and  paragraphs.  The  copy- 
ing and  dictation  must  not  take  the  sentence  out  of  its  place  in  the 
paragraph.  The  relation  of  sentences  and  paragraph  must  be  retained 
in  all  the  work.  Use  the  readers  as  the  basis  of  the  work.  Teach 
letter-writing. 

c.  Hyde's  Lessons  I,  for  formal  work.  Select  with  care  the  compo- 
sition work  outlined  in  the  book. 

d.  Review  pp.  70-158.  Begin  advance  work  p.  159  and  complete  the 
book  by  end  of  session. 

3.  Drawing  and  Writing: 

a.  Use  Progressive  Drawing,  II  and  III.  The  pupils  are  not  simply 
to  draw  lines,  but  learn  to  draw  real  things,  using  lines.  Book  I 
should  be  taken  up  by  beginners,  Books  II  and  III  completed. 

b.  Berry's  Writing  Books,  IV  and  V  completed. 

4.  Arithmetic: 

a.  Review  formal  addition,  subtraction,  multiplication  and  division 
of  whole  numbers.    Then  take  up:

Observation  and  Practice  Teaching 

In  the  practice  and  observation  work  the  presence  of  a  critic 
teacher  gives  the  practice  teacher  the  benefit  of  helpful  supervision 
and  the  opportunity  of  being  helped  on  specific  and  general  school 
work  daily.  Each  practice  teacher  must  prepare  outlines  of  the  sub- 
jects she  teaches,  which  will  set  forth  the  method  and  purpose  of  her 
work.    She  will  be  aided  by  the  critic  teacher. 

The  time  each  graduate  student  spends  in  the  Practice  School  is 
equivalent  to  one  hour  per  day.  At  times  the  student-teacher  is  put 
in  charge  of  the  Practice  School,  in  order  that  she  may  have  practice 
in  managing  a  whole  school. 

Course  of  Study 

It  is  sometimes  necessary,  on  account  of  the  poor  preparation  ol 
those  who  apply  for  entrance  to  the  classes  of  the  normal  schools,  to 
have  a  good  primary  school  in  connection  with  each  normal.  It  is 
also  necessary  to  have  such  a  school  in  which  candidates  for  gradua- 
tion from  the  normal  schools  can  be  required  to  teach  prior  to  gradu- 
ation. Therefore  all  candidates  for  graduation  will  be  required  to 
teach  in  the  Practice  School.

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INDUSTRIAL  DEPARTMENT 

There  is  a  greater  awakening  in  favor  of  efficient  manual  service 
than  ever  before.  Therefore  a  knowledge  of  the  theory  and  practice 
of  hand  work  is  necessary  for  the  young  people  who  are  going  out 
into  the  world  expecting  success  to  crown  their  efforts. 

Manual  Training  for  Boys 

Some  forms  of  manual  training  for  the  boys  and  the  girls,  such  as 
shop  work  and  gardening,  have  been  inaugurated.  Domestic  Science 
and  Domestic  Art  have  been  taught  the  girls  for  quite  a  number  of 
years.  Industrial  training  is  very  necessary  in  order  to  complete 
one's  education.  Every  student  in  the  Normal  Department  will  be 
required  to  work  one  hour  or  more  per  day  in  the  Industrial  Depart- 
ment. 

Domestic  Science 

There  is  no  vocation  in  which  young  women  may  be  more  useful 
than  in  the  profession  of  Domestic  Science  and  Domestic  Art.  Those 
who  qualify  for  this  work  are  greatly  in  demand  as  teachers,  cooks, 
seamstresses,  and  housekeepers.  They  may  preside  over  their  own 
homes  as  well  as  others  with  greater  efficiency  and  dignity. 

Each  class  receives  instruction  in  making  of  a  kitchen  fire,  in 
cleanliness,  dish-washing,  care  of  the  kitchen,  and  serving.  The  in- 
struction outlined  above  is  given  in  conjunction  with  the  prepara- 
tion of  meals  and  the  specific  cooking  of: 

FIRST  YEAR. 

The  potato,  eggs,  cereals,  vegetables,  meats,  fish,  and  breads;  plan- 
ning and  serving  meals;  cleaning. 

SECOND  YEAR. 

Batters,  soups,  pastry,  meats,  fish,  salads,  breads,  warm-over 
dishes,  cakes,  and  puddings;  marketing;  planning,  cooking,  and  serv- 
ing meals;  cleaning. 

THIRD  AND  FOURTH  YEARS. 

The  Third  and  Fourth  Year  students  use  a  text-book,  Williams  and 
Fisher's  Elements  of  the  Theory  and  Practice  of  Cooking.  The  Third 
Year  class,  pp.  1-143;  the  Fourth  Year  class  will  begin  on  page  144 
and  continue  until  the  book  is  completed.

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GENERAL  EXPENSES  AT  THE  STATE  NORMAL 

Since  there  is  no  profit  in  boarding  students  at  $7  per  month,  we 
cannot  afford  to  take  risks.  Therefore,  it  is  very  important  that  all 
bills  be  paid  at  the  beginning  of  each  month.  No  exception  should 
be  anticipated. 

Board,  room  rent,  heat,  light,  and  janitorial  services  (four 
weeks,  twenty-eight  days),  for  young  women  only $7.00 

Board,  room  rent,  heat,  light,  and  laundering,  for  men  (four 

weeks)   (men  board  in  private  families) $8.00  to      9.00 

Incidental  fee,  per  session,   for  all  students  including  P.   S. 

pupils.     (It  must  be  paid  first  day) 1.00 

Instrumental  Music  (four  weeks),  four  lessons 1.00 

Electric  light  service  per  session  for  students 1.00 

All  students  must  purchase  text-books.  Please  bring  from  $3.00  to 
$5.00  for  books.  Every  student  must  pay  $1  incidental  fee  tfre  day 
she  or  he  enters  school.  Board  must  be  paid  in  advance  in  order 
that  we  may  have  money  with  which  to  run  the  boarding  department. 

Practice  School  tuition  will  be  50  cents  per  month  in  advance. 
That  is,  when  the  child  enters  school  he  will  be  required  to  pay  his 
tuition  for  the  first  month  and  50  cents  at  the  beginning  of  each 
month  thereafter  for  the  remainder  of  the  session. 

Each  young  woman  who  rooms  in  the  dormitory  should  bring  three 
sheets,  three  pillow  cases,  blankets  or  quilts,  towels,  rubbers,  parasol, 
warm  wraps,  soap,  toothbrush,  etc. 

The  lady  teachers  and  the  girls  who  do  not  live  in  Elizabeth 
City  will  room  and  board  in  the  girls'  dormitory. 

Some  of  the  girls  will  be  given  the  opportunity  to  work,  which 
will  reduce  their  board  bill  each  month  from  $7.00  to  $6.00,  or  $5.50. 

Enter  school  on  the  first  day  and  remain  until  the  session  closes. 

The  day  on  which  each  student  enters  school  she  will  be  expected 
to  pay  for  the  first  month's  board.  At  the  expiration  of  twenty- 
eight  days  thereafter  board  will  be  due  again,  and  so  on,  until  the 
session  clases. 

Twenty-eight  days  make  a  boarding  month.  The  small  fees  which 
students  pay  will  not  be  refunded.

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General  Information 

The  Opening  Exercises. — The  opening  exercises  take  place  in  the 
chapel  each  school  day  from  8:55  a.  m.  to  9:20  a.  m.  The  exercises 
consist  of  singing,  Scripture  reading,  and  prayer.  Short  talks  are 
occasionally  made  on  important  topics  by  the  Principal.  Important 
announcements  are  also  made  during  the  opening  period.  The 
Faculty  as  well  as  the  students  attend  these  exercises,  in  which  all 
find  pleasure  and  profit.  No  student  should  ever  be  absent  from  the 
opening  exercises. 

Prayer  Meeting. — On  Wednesdays,  after  school,  the  students  and 
Faculty  devote  a  short  time  to  a  well-conducted  prayer  meeting. 
This  meeting  helps  to  keep  the  spiritual  and  religious  life  of  the 
school  vigorous  and  healthy.  It  is  one  of  the  most  important  meet- 
ings in  the  school.  All  students  are  required  to  attend  and  are  en- 
couraged to  take  part  in  the  meetings.  This  meeting  brings  us  all 
on  a  level,  in  a  way,  that  no  other  meeting  can  do. 

Christian  Associations. — The  Young  Men's  and  Young  Women's 
Christian  Associations  are  instrumental  in  toning  up  and  deepening 
the  moral  and. religious  life  and  activity  of  the  student  body.  These 
meetings  are  regularly  held  on  Sunday  afternoon.  Every  student  is 
expected  to  be  a  member  of  these  associations  and  to  be  in  regular 
attendance  upon  them  on  Sunday  afternoon. 

Lyceum. — The  Lyceum  is  a  literary  society,  officered  by  the  stu- 
dents, but  under  the  supervision  of  the  teachers.  It  affords  the  stu- 
dents an  opportunity  to  become  acquainted  with  parliamentary 
usages  and  to  have  practice  in  public  speaking  and  discussion.  The 
society  meets  weekly  and  renders  an  occasional  public  program.  The 
meetings  of  this  organization  are  very  interesting  and  beneficial. 

Regulations 

Students  must  be  decent,  respectable,  orderly,  and  well  behaved 
at  all  times. 

Students  must  make  good  all  damage  done  to  furniture  or  build- 
ings resulting  from  carelessness. 

In  order  to  promote  Christian  character  as  well  as  good  scholar- 
ship in  an  institution,  students  must  conform  strictly  to  habits  of 
truthfulness  and  honesty  in  purpose,  action  and  work. 

All  profanity,  playing  cards  or  billiards,  hanging  on  the  corners  of 
streets  or  in  public  places,  or  associating  with  persons  who  do  these 
things,  and  everything  of  an  immoral  tendency,  are  strictly  for- 
bidden.    The  institution  does  not  tolerate  dancing  and  note  writing. 

No  student  will  be  allowed  to  remain  in  school  who  keeps  or  uses 
firearms  while  he  is  attending  school.     Let  them  remain  at  home. 

Cleanliness  of  rooms,  and  particularly  of  clothing  and  person, 
proper  attention  to  order  and  system  in  and  out  of  school,  and  faith- 
fulness to  duty,  are  required  of  all  students. 
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Regular  and  prompt  attendance  upon  all  meetings  and  to  all  duties 
of  the  institution  is  required  of  every  student. 

All  students  are  required  to  attend  chapel  exercises,  prayer  meet- 
ing, Sunday  School,  Young  Men's  and  Young  "Women's  Christian  Asso- 
ciations, and  preaching  at  11  a.  m.,  each  Sabbath,  or  at  other  times 
when  so  directed. 

Students  should  have  all  their  mail,  express  packages,  and  freight 
addressed  to  the  State  Normal  School,  Elizabeth  City,  North 
Carolina. 

All  persons  desiring  information  respecting  the  institution  should 
address  their  letters  of  inquiry  to 

All  students  must  obtain  permission  to  leave  the  dormitory  or 
campus. 

All  students  and  teachers  are  expected  to  attend  the  chapel  exer- 
cises and  prayer  meeting.

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SUMMARY  OF  INFORMATION 

The  school  prepares  young  men  and  women  to  teach  in  the  public 
schools  of  the  State  and  to  become  efficient  workers  along  any  line  of 
honest  endeavor. 

The  Principal  invites  correspondence  with  parents,  teachers,  min- 
isters, school  committeemen  and  young  people  who  desire  to  become 
useful  men  and  women. 

There  is  increasing  demand  for  Normal  School  graduates  as 
teachers.  The  Normal  graduate  does  far  better  service  as  a  teacher, 
because  she  receives  special  training  for  teaching.  We  often  have 
calls  for  graduates  as  teachers.  We  invite  bright,  earnest  young  men 
and  women  to  enter  the  State  Normal  School. 

The  Principal  keeps  in  touch  with  superintendents  of  schools, 
school  officers,  and  teachers  so  as  to  aid  graduates  in  securing  posi- 
tions as  teachers.  All  graduates  and  others  who  want  assistance 
in  securing  positions  should  send  their  names  and  addresses  to  the 
Principal. 

The  Normal  has  the  best  teaching  force  it  can  secure.  The  teach- 
ing hours  are  used  for  teaching.  Students  are  not  allowed  to  waste 
their  time.  It  pays  to  be  a  student  of  the  Elizabeth  City  State 
Normal  School.  Thorough  instruction  is  given  here  in  the  essen- 
tial subjects.     Students  are  trained  in  the  art  of  teaching,  also. 

Tuition  is  free  to  all  persons  who  pledge  themselves  to  teach  in 
the  public  schools  at  least  one  session.  The  institution  furnishes 
work  for  a  large  number  of  students  who  wish  to  reduce  their  ex- 
penses. Students  are  advised  to  keep  profitably  employed,  and  to 
avoid  the  loafing  element  of  our  people,  who  cause  the  race  so  much 
trouble. 

All  arrangements  for  boarding  and  rooming  are  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Principal.    Write  him  at  once  for  information. 

The  Normal  reading  room  is  fairly  well  supplied  with  newspapers, 
journals,  magazines,  and  other  helpful  literature. 

The  school  library  contains  some  carefully  selected  volumes,  which 
the  students  are  encouraged  to  read. 

The  best  medical  attention  is  promptly  given  in  case  of  illness,  and 
parents  are  notified  in  cases  of  serious  illness.  Medical  bills  should 
be  promptly  paid. 

Students  should  be  well  recommended  by  two  persons  of  good 
standing  before  attempting  to  enter  the  State  Normal  School. 

The  daily  session  of  the  school  begins  at  8:55  a.  m. 

The  State  has  erected  a  three-story  brick  dormitory  for  girls  at  a 
cost  of  $20,000,  which  was  occupied  September  9,  1912,  for  the  first 
time.  The  dormitory  is  steam  heated  and  well  furnished.  All  lady 
students  board  in  the  Girls'  Dormitory.  We  hope  to  build  soon  a 
dormitory  for  boys.

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During  the  past  year  I  have  had  numbers  of  applications  from 
teachers  for  position  and  from  school  officials  for  teachers.  County 
superintendents  are  invited  to  write  me  for  teachers  for  the  colored 
public  schools. 

Since  the  establishment  of  the  Normal  twenty-three  years  ago, 
there  have  gone  out  from  her  walls  as  graduates  420  young  men  and 
women.  A  large  majority  of  these  have  maintained  a  high  standard 
in  moral  character  and  as  teachers,  professional  men,  and  workers 
for  humanity's  uplift.    It  is  true,  some  have  not  done  well. 

We  try  to  impress  upon  the  minds  of  our  student  body  the  fact  that 
education,  to  be  effective  for  moral,  intellectual,  physical  and  indus- 
trial uplift  and  betterment,  must  be  coupled  to  something  worthy, 
inspiring,  strengthening  and  something  useful.  The  head,  hand  and 
heart  must  be  educated  and  trained  for  efficient  service. 

Students  who  did  not  pass  the  last  examination  may  take  another 
examination  on  September  11,  1916.  All  new  students  will  take  a 
different  examination,  beginning  at  the  same  time.  Arithmetic,  his- 
tory, geography,  and  grammar,  including  composition  and  reading, 
are  the  important  subjects  on  which  students  will  be  examined. 

"We  do  what  we  can  to  secure  positions  for  teachers.  Make  appli- 
cation to  the  Principal. 

All  students  and  graduates  should  send  the  names  and  addresses 
of  persons  who  might  attend  the  State  Normal  School  if  properly 
informed.  The  great  State  of  North  Carolina  is  giving  the  colored 
young  men  and  women  excellent  opportunities  to  become  efficient, 
useful  and  worthy  citizens.  Instead  of  complaining,  use  the  golden 
opportunities  which  the  State  offers.  Show  high  appreciation  for 
what  has  been  done  for  Negro  boys  and  girls  by  the  great  State  of 
North  Carolina.

TUITION 

Tuition  in  the  Normal  School  is  free  to  those  who  intend  to 
teach  in  the  colored  public  schools  of  North  Carolina.  Those  who 
do  not  intend  to  teach  must  pay  $10.00  tuition.  The  school  is 
sustained  for  the  purpose  of  training  teachers  for  the  public  schools. 
It  is  only  just  and  right  that  those  who  take  advantage  of  the  school 
and  who  do  not  intend  to  teach,  shall  pay  the  tuition  charges. 

Special  attention  is  called  to  the  expenses  of  the  school. 

All  students,  whether  boarders  or  day  pupils,  must  pay  at  least 
one  month's  expenses  and  the  annual  fees  before  they  can  be 
registered. 

All  students  are  required  to  give  at  least  one  hour  of  service  to 
the  school  each  day,  or  its  equivalent. 

All  old  accounts  must  be  settled  before  entering  for  the  new 
year. 

Students  must  pay  for  any  damage  to  furniture  or  buildings  result- 
ing from  carelessness. 

The  school  year  consists  of  eight  months  of  four  weeks  each. 
No  student  who  is  behind  on  the  books  for  more  than  15  days  will 
be  admitted  into  the  dining  hall  or  classes  unless  permission  is  given 
by  the  Principal. 


DEPARTMENTS  OF  INSTRUCTION  AND  COURSES 
OF  STUDY 


NORMAL  DEPARTMENT 

This  department  of  the  Institution  is  being  made  more  and 
more  a  real  Normal  School.  It  is  designed  to  prepare  teachers  for 
the  public  schools  of  the  State.  The  course  of  study  has  been  raised 
two  years.  It  now  includes  practice  work,  under  the  critical  eye  of 
trained  and  experienced  instructors  in  education. 

Three  things  especially  are  undertaken  in  this  department: 

1.  Grounding  the  students  in  the  common  school  branches  with 
special  reference  to  teaching  these  subjects; 

2.  Acquainting  them  with  the  most  approved  facts  of  the  history 
and  science  and  art  of  education; 

3.  Illustrating  in  the  practice  school  for  the  benefit  of  the  young 
teacher  the  facts  thus  learned. 

Our  constant  effort  is  to  give  the  students  such  a  well  rounded 
culture  of  head,  hand  and  heart  as  should  ever  enable  the  indus- 
trious and  conscientious  teacher  to  do  his  best  in  assuming  and  dis- 
charging the  weighty  responsibilities  of  his  great  calling. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  management  to  make  this  department 
of  the  Institution  more  and  more  professional,  bringing  it  up  as 
rapidly  as  possible  to  the  grade  of  the  standard  normal  schools  of 
the  country. 

It  is  proposed  under  the  supervision  of  the  representative  of 
the  State  Department  of  Education,  to  give  the  State  a  real  Normal 
School — such  as  will  command  the  respect  of  the  promoters  of 
Educational  Science  and  practice  at  home  and  abroad. 

This  department  offers  courses  in  sewing,  cookery,  laundry  work, 
domestic  economy,  etc.,  for  girls;  carpentry,  poultry  raising,  agricul- 
ture (including  dairying),  brick-laying,  plastering,  etc.,  for  boys. 

The  institution  owns  a  horse  and  wagon,  cart,  and  farming  utensils. 
Stress  is  laid  upon  gardening  and  farming,  since  the  large  majority 
of  those  who  receive  their  training  in  this  institution  will  teach  in 
communities  where  farming  will  be  the  work  of  those  interested 
in  the  school.  From  the  school  farm  feed-stuffs  for  the  stock  are 
grown,  and  from  the  garden  vegetables  are  furnished  the  Boarding 
Department  of  the  Institution. 

The  school  owns  41  acres  of  good  land  for  trucking  and  farming. 

THE  INDUSTRIAL  DEPARTMENT 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  management  of  the  institution  to  develop 
thoroughly  this  department,  since  a  knowledge  of  scientific  and  prac- 
tical agriculture  is  so  necessary  to  those  who  follow  rural  pursuits. 
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THE  MUSIC  DEPARTMENT 

This  department  offers  special  advantages  for  studying  piano  and 
organ. 

A  choir  has  been  formed  among  the  best  singers  for  the  purpose  of 
studying  choral  music  and  rendering  cantatas  and  operettas  from 
time  to  time,  as  well  as  leading  in  the  chapel  service. 

A  CHRISTIAN  SCHOOL 

While  this  School  is  a  State  Institution  and  is  not  under  the  care  of 
any  religious  denomination,  it  is  positively  Christian.  The  Institu- 
tion is,  in  a  sense,  interdenominational  rather  than  undenomina- 
tional. The  religious  training  of  the  pupils  is  therefore  by  no  means 
neglected.  Devotional  exercises  are  held  in  the  chapel  every  school 
day,  and  on  Sabbath.  Besides  the  Sabbath  School  and  Y.  W.  and 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  services,  prayer  meeting  is  held  every  Wednesday  after 
school  and  every  Sunday  night.

PRACTICE  SCHOOL  DEPARTMENT 

Observation  and  Practice  Teaching 

In  the  practice  and  observation  work  the  presence  of  a  critic 
teacher  gives  the  practice  teacher  the  benefit  of  helpful  supervision 
and  the  opportunity  of  being  helped  on  specific  and  general  school 
work  daily.  Each  practice  teacher  must  prepare  outlines  of  the  sub- 
jects she  teaches,  which  will  set  forth  the  method  and  purpose  of  her 
work.    She  will  be  aided  by  the  critic  teacher. 

The  time  each  graduate  student  spends  in  the  Practice  School  is 
equivalent  to  forty-five  minutes  daily  or  more.  At  times  the  student- 
teacher  is  put  in  charge  of  the  Practice  School,  in  order  that  she  may 
have  practice  in  managing  a  whole  school. 

Courses  of  Study 
It  is  sometimes  necessary,  on  account  of  the  poor  preparation  of 
those  who  apply  for  entrance  to  the  classes  of  the  normal  schools,  to 
have  a  good  primary  and  preparatory  school  in  connection  with  each 
normal.  It  is  also  necessary  to  have  such  a  school  in  which  candi- 
dates for  graduation  from  the  normal  schools  can  be  required  to 
teach  prior  to  graduation.  Therefore,  all  candidates  for  graduation 
will  be  required  to  teach  in  the  Practice  School.

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INDUSTRIAL  DEPARTMENT 

There  is  a  greater  awakening  in  favor  of  efficient  manual  service 
than  ever  before.  Therefore  a  knowledge  of  the  theory  and  practice 
of  hand  work  is  necessary  for  the  young  people  who  are  going  out 
into  the  world  expecting  success  to  crown  their  efforts. 

Manual  Training  for  Boys 

Some  forms  of  manual  training  for  the  boys  and  the  girls,  such  as 
shop  work  and  gardening,  have  been  inaugurated.  Domestic  Science 
and  Domestic  Art  have  been  taught  the  girls  for  quite  a  number  of 
years.  Industrial  training  is  very  necessary  in  order  to  complete 
one's  education.  Every  student  in  the  Normal  and  Preparatory  De- 
partments will  be  required  to  work  one  hour  per  day. 

Domestic  Science 

There  is  no  vocation  in  which  young  women  may  be  more  useful 
than  in  the  profession  of  Domestic  Science  and  Domestic  Art.  Those 
who  qualify  for  this  work  are  greatly  in  demand  as  teachers,  cooks, 
seamstresses,  and  housekeepers.  They  may  preside  over  their  own 
homes  as  well  as  others  with  greater  efficiency  and  dignity. 

Each  class  receives  instruction  in  making  of  a  kitchen  fire,  in 
cleanliness,  dish-washing,  care  of  the  kitchen,  and  serving.  The  in- 
struction outlined  above  is  given  in  conjunction  with  the  prepara- 
tion of  meals,  etc.

A  suitable  textbook  dealing  with  the  principles  underlying 
child  study  and  the  teacher's  attitude  toward  the  child  will  be 
used.  This  study  will  deal  primarily  with  the  practical  phases  of 
child  psychology.  To  this  end  a  textbook  on  Educational  Psych- 
ology may  be  used,  such  as  Pyle's  "Outlines  of  Educational  Psy- 
chology." 

FOURTH  YEAR. 

1.  Social  and  Economic  Studies. 

Emphasis  on  the  relation  between  education,  and  social  and  eco- 
nomic problems,  especially  as  they  apply  to  the  Negro.  Class 
room  work  to  be  supplemented  by  visits  to  other  schools  and 
surveys  of  various  community  conditions  of  the  city  and  nearby 
rural  territory.

In  addition  to  these  pedagogical  courses  it  is  the  plan  that  under 
some  conditions  students  may  take  work  which  will  be  of  standard 
college  grade,  in  Higher  Mathematics,  English,  Modern  Language  and 
Science  (Advanced  work  in  Practical  Chemistry  or  Physics,  especi- 
ally in  correlation  with  Agriculture  and  Domestic  Science). 

Note.     Suitable  textbooks  will  be  used  in  connection  with  lectures  and 
collateral  readings.

HOUSEHOLD  ARTS  COURSES 

The  course  in  household  arts  aims  to  make  the  student  familiar 
with  the  best  and  most  economical  methods  of  home  making  and 
housekeeping  and  trains  students  to  teach  household  arts. 

The  course  of  study  includes  cookery,  advanced  cookery  and 
serving;  dietetics  and  invalid  cookery,  sewing  and  drafting,  dress- 
making, art  needle  work  and  textiles,  physiology  and  home  nursing, 
household  management,  organization  and  equipment,  art  decoration, 
food  study,  general  science,  observation  and  practice  teaching  and 
professional  subjects. 

Cookery.  This  course  includes  lectures,  the  care  of  the  kitchen 
and  its  furnishings;  the  principles  of  cookery;  the  selection  and  com- 
bination of  foods  for  the  body;  food  production  and  manufacture, 
and  the  preservation  of  foods. 

Advanced  Cookery  and  Table  Service.  This  course  provides 
for  the  planning  of  menus  and  the  preparation  of  meals  to  be 
served  by  the  members  of  the  class;  in  table  service,  the  intelligent 
buying  of  glass,  china  and  linen  is  considered;  the  laying  of  the 
table  including  decorations;  serving  of  breakfast,  dinners,  luncheons 
and  teas;  suitable  dress,  and  the  care  of  the  dining  room  and  pantry. 

Dietetics  and  Invalid  Cookery.  Dietetics  is  studied  in  order  to 
understand  the  relation  of  food  to  the  body  in  health  and  disease 
and  to  teach  the  scientific  principles  underlying  food  preparation 
and  their  practical  application  to  the  needs  of  the  body.  Diets  for 
different  diseases  are  studied,  also  the  feeding  of  infants  and  young 
children.  In  invalid  cookery  the  principles  of  dietetics  are  devel- 
oped and  the  food  values  of  ordinary  foods  are  determined.  Ele- 
mentary chemistry  is  a  prerequisite  to  this  course. 

Sewing.  This  subject  provides  a  practical  course  in  the  ele- 
mentary phases  of  needle  work,  beginning  with  the  simplest  forms 
and  leading  to  the  making  of  appropriate  wearing  apparel.  The 
1.     Making  Pieces  of  Furniture  from  Ariginal  Designs. 
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work  includes   the   use  and   application  of   the  eighteeen   primary- 
stitches  employed  in  handwork  and  implements  necessary  for  sewing. 

Drafting.  The  Snow  system  of  cutting  and  drafting  is  used; 
a  suit  of  undergarments  and  a  wash  dress  are  made.  The  student 
is  taught  the  use  and  care  of  the  sewing  machine. 

Dressmaking.  The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  teach  the  art 
of  dressmaking.  This  includes  the  drafting  and  designing  of  pat- 
terns, also  the  cutting  and  making  of  dresses.  The  use  of  copy- 
righted patterns  is  considered. 

Art  Needle  Work.  It  is  planned  to  give  a  knowledge  of  de- 
sign and  its  application,  also  to  give  skill  in  fine  needle  work  in  the 
making  of  garments  and  household  furnishings.  The  following  lines 
of  work  are  taught:  Design  as  applied  to  material  and  its  adapta- 
tion to  particular  kinds  of  needle  work,  and  needle  work  stitches, 
as  hemstitching,  fancy  darning,  applique,  cross  stitching,  scallops 
and  dots,  eyelet  embroidery,  French  embroidery,  drawn  work  and 
crocheting.  * 

Millinery.  The  purpose  of  millinery  is  to  develop  skill  in  the 
handling  of  materials  and  to  create  a  taste  in  their  selection.  Fall 
and  spring  millinery  includes  frame  making,  remodeling  an  old 
hat,  making  a  new  one,  renovating  and  cleaning  velvet,  felt,  feathers 
and  ribbon. 

Design.  This  course  includes  training  in  the  general  principles  of 
design. 

Textiles.  In  this  course  provision  is  made  for  a  study  of  the 
development  of  industries  pertaining  to  the  domestic  arts,  viz., 
weaving,  spinning  and  a  closer  study  of  the  four  textile  fabrics — 
cotton,  wool,  flax,  and  silk.  This  study  includes  a  discussion  of 
fibres;  methods  of  manufacturing;  the  process  of  weaving  and 
dyeing,  and  selection  of  materials  according  to  their  wearing  qual- 
ities and  suitability  for  garments. 

Physiology.  The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  teach  the  func- 
tions of  the  various  organs  of  the  human  body  with  special  refer- 
ence to  the  physiology  of  nutrition  and  the  maintenance  of  a  healthy 
organism. 

Home  Nursing.  In  this  course,  the  students  are  taught  the 
home  care  of  the  sick;  the  location  and  care  of  the  sick  room;  what 
to  do  in  case  of  accident  until  the  doctor  comes  and  how  to  assist 
him,  and  the  uses  of  a  few  simple  remedies.

Household  Management.  Under  this  head  various  topics  are 
considered,  as  house  sanitation,  cleaning  and  cleaning  agents,  care 
of  materials,  relation  of  income  to  expenditure,  the  systematic 
arrangement  of  household  duties  and  business  methods. 

Organization  and  Equipment.  This  course  has  as  its  aim  the 
working  out  of  the  relation  of  the  domestic  science  subjects  to  the 
home,  the  organization  of  a  course  of  study,  and  a  careful  consid- 
eration of  equipment. 

Food  Study.  The  design  of  this  course  is  to  give  a  knowledge 
of  the  food  stuffs  and  to  show  how  dietary  conditions  may  be  im- 
proved. This  leads  to  intelligent  selection,  combination  and  prepar- 
ation of  foods  and  to  a  thorough  understanding  of  physiological 
requirements  of  food  in  the  body. 

Cooking  Uniform.  Each  student  is  required  to  wear  when 
cooking  a  plain  white  or  light  wash  waist  and  provide  a  large  apron.

FOURTH   YEAR  NORMAL. 

Sequence.     The  Meal.     The  Home. 

Advanced  cookery  with  due  attention  to  possibilities  of  the  field  for 
a  livelihood. 
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Lunch  room  cookery,  ideas  for  conducting  an  Exchange,  preparing 
foods  in  quantities,  marketing  to  best  advantage,  care  of  food  supply 
in  the  home,  butter  substitutes.  Study  of  receipts  with  attention  to 
substitution  and  adjustment.  Sanitary  and  attractive  display  of  foods. 
Adulterations — home  products  versus  commercial  products.  Study  of 
cleaning  materials,  effect  on  various  metals. 

Practice  in  useful  demonstrations  for  general  teaching.  Farmers' 
Institutes  and  "Women's  Clubs. 

Selection  of  homes — what  to  look  for,  environment,  disposal  of 
waste,  plumbing,  etc. 

Furnishing  the  home,  simplicity,  durability,  cost.  Machinery  in  the 
home,  labor  saving  devices;  Marketing  and  accounts;  care  of  sick 
room,  guarding  against  contagion.  Infants'  care  and  feeding.  General 
review — Treatment  of  household  pests;  washing  blankets;  planning 
marketing;  preparing  and  serving  formal  dinners  to  officials.  (This  is 
to  be  done  independently  by  students.) 

DOMESTIC  ART  COURSE 

SEVENTH  GRADE. 

1.  Instruction — Cleanliness  of  hands,  nails  and  sewing  aprons. 
Position  in  sewing;  size  of  needles,  length  of  thread,  use  of  thimble 
and  position  of  scissors. 

2.  Stitches — Basting,  running,  overcasting,  stitching  by  hand,  over- 
handing,  hemming,  etc. 

3.  Articles  made — Sewing  bag,  apron  and  simple  pieces  of  under- 
wear. 

4.  Material — Soft  bleached  muslin. 

INTRODUCTORY  HIGH  SCHOOL  YEAR. 

1.  Instruction.      Review  of  first  year's  work. 

2.  Advanced  stitches  and  seams — French  fells,  flat  fells,  gathering, 
hemstitching,  mitered  corners  on  hems,  etc.  Plackets  and  facings. 
Study  of  cutting  and  joining  a  bias  fold,  how  to  cut  a  true  bias.  Use 
and  care  of  sewing  machine.     How  and  when  to. oil  machine. 

3.  Articles  made — Simple  underwear,  darning,  patching,  aprons 
and  house  caps. 

FIRST  YEAR  NORMAL. 

1.  Instruction — Correct  use  of  patterns.  How  to  take  simple 
measurements;  apply  to  pattern.  Cut  and  fit  a  plain  waist;  children's 
clothes;  button  holes  and  sewing  on  buttons.  Matching  stripes,  checks, 
etc. 

2.  How  to  manipulate  a  machine.  Names  of  parts,  names  and  uses 
of  attachments. 

3.  Articles  made — Suit  of  trimmed  underwear,  children's  clothes, 
plain  house  dress. 
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SECOND   YEAR   NORMAL. 

1.  Continuation  of  measurements,  cutting  garments  by  measure- 
ments taken;  making  skirts,  shirt  waists,  and  shirts.  Study  of  em- 
broidery, fancy  stitches,  crocheting,  study  of  different  figures.  Kind 
of  lines  for  small  and  large  women.  Becoming  costumes.  Calculations 
for  number  of  yards  required  for  costumes  for  different  sized  women. 
Economy  in  cutting. 

THIRD  YEAR  NORMAL. 

Cutting  and  fitting  review  and  continued.  Making  out  estimates  for 
different  costumes,  designing  a  street  dress  and  making  same. 

FOURTH   YEAR   NORMAL. 

General  knowledge  of  all  kinds  of  sewing,  cutting  and  making  cos- 
tumes. Study  of  colors  suitable  to  different  complexions.  Cutting  and 
making  graduating  dresses. 

COURSES  IN  AGRICULTURE 

The  work  of  these  courses  is  designed  to  give  students  practical 
instruction  in  the  common  arts  and  sciences  pertaining  to  agriculture, 
so  as  to  enable  them  to  understand  intelligently  the  nature  of  soils 
and  soil  formation;  of  plants,  how  they  feed  and  grow;  feeding  and 
caring  for  farm  animals;  plant  and  animal  diseases;  fertilizers;  beau- 
tifying the  home  and  school  grounds;  how  to  use  farmers'  bulletins, 
and  the  various  methods  of  teaching  agriculture  in  public  and  high 
schools.  Rural  Economics  and  Sociology  are  also  given  with  this 
course.  The  instruction  in  the  class  room  will  be  supplemented  with 
the  practice  of  the  theories  laid  down,  so  far  as  equipment  will  permit. 

Course  1 — Elementary  Principles  of  Agriculture 

SEVENTH  GRADE. 

This  year's  work  is  designed  to  give  the  student  a  bird's-eye  view 
of  the  whole  field  of  agriculture  in  an  elementary  way.  This  work 
will  be  supplemented  with  Nature  Study  and  Agricultural  Classics. 

Course  2 — Biology,  Botany,  and   Zoology,  Presented  Yery   Simply 

INTRODUCTORY  HIGH  SCHOOL  YEAR    (EIGHTH  GRADE). 

In  this  work  the  student  will  be  given  elementary  study  of  botany 
and  zoology.  The  work  will  be  very  practical  and  at  the  same  time 
approach  the  science  of  botany  and  zoology  in  such  a  way  as  to  give 
the  student  elementary  scientific  knowledge  of  the  subjects. 
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Course  3 — Farm  Animals,  Normal  Department 

FIRST   YEAR. 

This  year's  work  will  begin  with  a  study  of  birds  and  will  include 
all  other  farm  animals.  Textbooks  supplemented  with  bulletins  will 
be  used  in  the  study  of  birds.  Special  effort  will  be  made  in  order  to 
have  the  student  to  know  the  harmful  birds  from  the  useful  ones. 
Considerable  time  will  be  given  to  breeding,  feeding  and  care  of  all 
farm  animals.  Further  zoological  principles  will  be  brought  out  in 
this  study.     Dairying  will  also  be  taken  up  during  this  year. 

Course  4 — Farm  Crops,  Fruits  and  Fertilizers 

SECOND  YEAR. 

Lectures  will  be  given  on  the  origin,  history,  distribution,  and 
cultivation,  including  a  study  of  the  common  vegetables  and  fruits. 
The  control  of  plant  diseases  and  insects  will  be  studied  with  each 
crop  respectively.  Further  botanical  information  will  be  given  with 
the  study  of  each  plant. 

In  the  study  of  fertilizers,  much  time  will  be  given  the  different 
kinds  of  fertilizers  and  fertilizer  material,  chemical  nature  of  fertiliz- 
ers, working  fertilizer  problems,  home  mixing  of  fertilizers,  working 
out  guaranteed  analyses  and  the  interpretation  of  analyses  on  fertil- 
izer bags.  The  study  of  farmyard  manures  will  be  taken  up.  Lectures 
will  be  given  on  the  various  kinds  of  animal  manures  and  the  value  of 
each,  how  and  when  to  use  them;  green  manures,  what  to  use,  when 
and  how  to  turn  under. 

Course  5 — Farm  Management,  Landscape  Gardening,  School 
Gardening,  and  Agricultural  Teaching 

THIRD  YEAR. 

This  work  will  begin  with  School  Gardening  as  it  is  done  in  Kin- 
dergartens; considerable  time  will  be  given  to  this  in  the  fall  and 
spring.  Landscape  Gardening  will  also  be  taken  up  at  the  same  time 
as  School  Gardening.  Farm  Management  and  Agricultural  Teaching 
will  be  taken  up  in  the  winter  months.  Much  of  this  work  will  be 
taken  from  bulletins  and  considerable  time  will  be  given  to  the  use 
of  bulletins  in  school  work  and  other  methods  of  teaching  agriculture. 
In  the  work  of  Landscape  Gardening,  lectures  will  be  given  on  beauti- 
fying home  and  school  grounds.  Visits  will  be  made  to  a  number  of 
schools  and  homes  and  the  students  required  to  make  drawings  show- 
ing the  necessary  improvements  for  each  place  visited. 
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Course  6 — Rural  Economics,  Bacteriology,  and  Rural  Sociology 

FOURTH  YEAR. 

Considerable  time  will  be  given  to  the  study  of  various  wasteful 
ways  of  farming,  waste  of  time  and  energy,  etc.  The  study  of  Bac- 
teriology is  thought  necessary  here  in  order  that  the  student  may  be 
better  able  to  do  rural  sociology  work,  especially  when  discussing  the 
spread  of  diseases  among  farm  people  and  farm  animals.  Rural 
Credits,  economical  ways  of  buying  and  selling,  Agricultural  Clubs, 
Unions,  and  Domestic  Arts  Clubs,  etc.,  will  be  discussed  freely. 


GENERAL  INFORMATION 

The  Opening  Exercises. — The  opening  exercises  take  place  in  the 
chapel  each  school  day  from  8:55  a.  m.  to  9:20  a.  m.  The  exercises 
consist  of  singing,  Scripture  reading,  and  prayer.  Short  talks  are 
occasionally  made  on  important  topics  by  the  Principal.  Important 
announcements  are  also  made  during  the  opening  period.  The 
Faculty  as  well  as  the  students  attend  these  exercises,  in  which  all 
find  pleasure  and  profit.  No  student  should  ever  be  absent  from  the 
opening  exercises.     An  attentive,  respectful  attitude  is  required. 

Prayer  Meeting. — On  Wednesdays,  after  school,  the  students  and 
Faculty  devote  a  short  time  to  a  well-conducted  prayer  meeting. 
This  meeting  helps  to  keep  the  spiritual  and  religious  life  of  the 
school  vigorous  and  healthy.  It  is  one  of  the  most  important  meet- 
ings of  the  school.  All  students  are  required  to  attend  and  are  en- 
couraged to  take  part  in  the  meetings.  This  meeting  brings  us  all 
on  a  level,  in  a  way,  which  no  other  meeting  can  do. 

Christian  Associations. — The  Young  Men's  and  Young  Women's 
Christian  Associations  are  instrumental  in  toning  up  and  deepening 
the  moral  and  religious  life  and  activity  of  the  student  body.  These 
meetings  are  regularly  held  on  Sunday  afternoon.  Every  student  is 
expected  to  be  a  member  of  these  associations  and  to  be  in  regular 
attendance  upon  them  on  each  Sunday  afternoon. 

Lyceum. — The  Lyceum  is  a  literary  society,  officered  by  the  stu- 
dents, but  under  the  supervision  of  the  teachers.  It  affords  the  stu- 
dents an  opportunity  to  become  acquainted  with  parliamentary 
usages  and  to  have  practice  in  public  speaking  and  discussion.  The 
society  meets  weekly  and  renders  an  occasional  public  program.  The 
meetings  of  this  organization  are  very  interesting  and  beneficial. 
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REGULATIONS 

Students  must  be  decent,  respectable,  orderly,  and  well  behaved 
at  all  times. 

Students  must  make  good  all  damage  done  to  furniture  or  build- 
ings resulting  from  carelessness. 

In  order  to  promote  Christian  character  as  well  as  good  scholar- 
ship in  an  institution,  students  must  conform  strictly  to  habits  of 
truthfulness  and  honesty  in  purpose,  action  and  work. 

All  profanity,  playing  cards  or  billiards,  hanging  on  the  corners  of 
streets  or  in  public  places,  or  associating  with  persons  who  do  these 
things,  and  everything  of  an  immoral  tendency,  are  strictly  for- 
bidden under  penalty  of  suspension.  The  institution  does  not  toler- 
ate dancing  and  note  writing. 

No  student  will  be  allowed  to  remain  in  school  who  keeps  or  uses 
firearms  while  he  is  attending  school.     Let  them  remain  at  home. 

Cleanliness  of  rooms,  of  clothing,  and  person,  proper  attention  to 
order  and  system  in  and  out  of  school,  and  faithfulness  to  duty,  are 
required  of  all  students. 

Regular  and  prompt  attendance  upon  all  meetings  and  to  all  duties 
of  the  institution  is  required  of  every  student. 

All  students  are  required  to  attend  Sunday  School,  Young  Men's 
and  Young  Women's  Christian  Associations,  and  preaching  at  11  a. 
m.,  each  Sabbath,  or  at  other  times  when  so  directed. 

Students  should  have  all  their  mail,  express  packages,  and  freight 
addressed  to  the  State  Normal  School,  Elizabeth  City,  North 
Carolina. 

All  persons  desiring  information  respecting  the  institution  should 
address  their  letters  of  inquiry  to  Principal  P.  W.  Moore,  Elizabeth 
City,  N.  C. 

All  students  must  obtain  permission  to  leave  the  dormitory  or 
campus. 

All  students  and  teachers  are  expected  to  attend  the  chapel  exer- 
cises and  prayer  meeting. 

Students  who  have  not  done  satisfactory  work  in  the  Third  Year 
Class,  and  whose  conduct  has  not  been  commendable,  will  not  be 
permitted  to  enter  the  Fourth  Year  Class  during  the  first  year  of 
such  an  effort. 

Every  student  should  try  faithfully  to  attend  school  160  days 
each  year. 

It  should  be  the  aim  of  every  student  to  make  his  and  her  conduct 
perfect. 

Every  student  should  read  her  Bible  daily  and  prayerfully.

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IMPORTANT  STATEMENTS 

All  students  must  purchase  text-books.  Please  bring  from  $3.00  tu 
$5.00  for  books.  Every  student  must  pay  $2  incidental  fee  the  day 
she  or  he  enters  school.  Board  must  be  paid  in  advance  in  order 
that  we  may  have  money  with  which  to  run  the  boarding  department. 

Practice  School  tuition  will  be  50  cents  per  month  in  advance. 
That  is,  when  the  child  enters  school  he  will  be  required  to  pay  his 
tuition  for  the  first  month  and  50  cents  at  the  beginning  of  each 
month  thereafter  for  the  remainder  of  the  session. 

Bach  young  woman  who  rooms  in  the  dormitory  should  bring  three 
sheets,  three  pillow  cases,  blankets  or  quilts,  towels,  rubbers,  parasol, 
warm  wraps,  soap,  toothbrush,  etc. 

The  lady  teachers  and  the  girls  who  do  not  live  in  Elizabeth 
City  will  room  and  board  in  the  girls'  dormitory. 

Some  of  the  girls  will  be  given  the  opportunity  to  work,  which 
will  reduce  their  board  bill. 

Enter  school  on  the  first  day  and  remain  until  the  session  closes. 

The  day  on  which  each  student  enters  school  she  will  be  expected 
to  pay  for  the  first  month's  board.  At  the  expiration  of  twenty- 
eight  days  thereafter  board  will  be  due  again,  and  so  on,  until  the 
session  closes. 

Twenty-eight  days  make  a  boarding  month.  The  small  fees  which 
students  pay  will  not  be  refunded.

Good  teachers  are  needed  in  the  rural  schools  as 
much  so  as  they  are  needed  in  schools  of  higher  grade.  The  Apostle 
jPaul  fittingly  says:  "When  I  was  a  child  I  spake  as  a  child;  but 
when  I  became  a  man,  I  put  away  childish  things."  It  is  high  time 
to  get  down  to  business.  Let  those  who  are  real  men  and  women 
{heartily  unite  our  efforts  for  the  benefit  of  the  institution  and  human- 
ity's uplift.
